The writer of the above very truly ssys 
that the policy of the democratic. party 
to tax luxufies is “traditional.” It cer- 
tainly is not an authentic historical fact. 
We should be very careful not to eon- 
found the speeches and writings of ua- 
authorized individuals with the acts and 
official utterance of u« great political 
party. Now what does history say about 
the acts of the demccratic party at its 
last opportunities? In 1888 that. party 
had the president and national house of 
representatives. What did they do? 
The house passed what is known as the 
Mills bill. This democratic measure did 
not raise the tariff on the luxurious Su- 
matra wraps to $2 a pound. The pre- 
ceding year we had imported 15,000,000 
pounds of tobacco, and that congress, in 
harmony with its expressed principle of 
tariff for revenue, left the tax at 75 cents 
as before. 

This democratic measure did not pro- 
vide for ‘‘free wool, free dyestuffs, coke 
aud coal or free iron ore.” It did not 
even lower the rate on them. It did not 
incresse the duty on silks and satins, 
jewelry and diamonds, liquors, tobacco 
and all luxuries.” The ‘‘traditional” 
policy was conspicuously absent in the 
acts of that congress. The McKinley 
bill contains 2,500 items. The, present 
congress, which is overwhelmingly dem- 
ocratic, has repealed about five of them. 


| At that rate it will take a democratic 


congress about one thousand years to re- 
peal the McKinley bill and give us re- 
lief from its burdens by placing necessa. 
ries on the free list and taxing luxuries 
high. 

Ta 1888 a republican president and 
House of Representatives were chosen. 
The McKinley bill was passed as a pro- 
tective measure to increase the protec- 
tive effect and at the same time reduce 
the revenue. It accomplished both. It 
made sugar free and put a tax of $2.00 
on Sumatra wrappers, not for revenue 
but to enable our own farmers to raise 
them. This tariff,,was not raised to 
$2.00 with any pretense of increasing 
the revenue but for the sole purpose of 
protection, knowing that every | pound 
grown here would stop the importation 
of a pound of foreign leaf and of course 
stop the revenue. These are the acts as 
actually done by the two parties. Now, 
what do they propose and promise to do 
in the future? The only body: of men 
who has aright to speak for them is the 
National Convention. 

The last Democratic National-Conven- 
tion declared a protective tariff ‘‘ancon- 
stitutional” and declared in favor of a 
tariff for revenue only. The Republican 
National Convention declared firm adhe- 
sjou to the protective principle and that 
the tariff should be so fixed as to protect 
American industries. 

The question of a revenue or protect- 
ive tariff was before the people of the 
United States last fall for their decision. 

. They decided by an overwhelming ma- 
jority in favor of /a tariff for revenue and 
erected a President and Congress pledged 
to the policy of tariff for revenue only,

Of all the bogus imitativos of the sub- 
treasury plan that have been introduced 
in the house of representatives, that by 
Mr. Harter, and known as H. R. bil No. 
9,770, is the most extravagant and 
absurd. It has been said that the sub- 
treasury plan was bad for the farmer and 
would ruin him by makiog his property 
available as a collateral. on which the 
government would issue bim money, and 
now Mr. Harter proposes to ruin the 
holders of city, state, railway snd other 
bonds by making them available asa 
collateral upon which the government 
is to authorize the issue of a non-legal- 
tender circulating medium, which 
it does not guarantee, but keeps 
and maintains an ample fund to re- 
deem. Strange that Mr. Harter is not 
afraid he will ruin the farmer by this 
bill, because when he destroys the bond- 
holder, who will be there to buy the far- 
mer’s chickens and butter? And without 
a sale for them, what would become of 
the farmer? If Mr. Harter and some of 
his colleagues will visit the old school- 
house ou the hill some night when the 
Alliance is in session they could leara 
more of the finance question seyeral times 
over than ,this bill indicates that they 
now know.

The New York Press says: ‘‘During 
last October the currency in circulation 
was increased by $10,500,000, and during 
November there was a further increase of 
about $8,000,000. The total addition to 
the circulating medium in two- months 
was $18,730,288. On December 1 the

THE GAME OF MONEY. 


Although the cotton crop of this coun- 
try is now little more than half exported, 
being in the midst of the foreign move- 
ment, and wheat is on the market in 
large quantities, the papers of the great 
cities report with ‘simulated trepidation 
that gold is constantly being exported in 
‘umps of millions of dollars, The con- 
stant pretense of these papers is that un- 
til the coinage question is settled. this 
exportation of the more valued metal 
will goon, avd\ that the movement is 
due to the silver agitation. This is so 
persistently suggested, and isso trans- 
parently false, that the motive is not dif- 
ficu't to discover. It is intended to mis- 
lead the people #8 to the true cause for 
the low price of prodncts ard of wages, 
and to mask the operations of the money 
trusts. 

The finencial system of this ccuntry is 
as completely controlled by a privileged 
combination as is the coal oil out-put,the 
dreseed beef :upply or the s‘one coal. 
The masters of money agree among 
themselves to make the .currency valua- 
ble, and no power save the government 
can say bay. They exercise so-potent an 
influence with the government that it be- 
comes their willing tool, instead of the 
arbiter between them and the people. So 
closely are the money systems of nations 
interwoven that it may be safe'y asserted 
that the great bankers of London control 
the policy of the investors of this coun- 
try. Already do foreigners absorb annu- 
ally dividends from their American in- 
vestments greater than the combined 
value of the exportetion of wheat and 
cotton. It is in their power, therefore, 
to simply start a movement of the money 
represented by this excess at a time when 
wheat and cotton seek a market, and 

resto! prices are quoted down, and the 
ncome of every farmer in Aimerica is re- 
duced. Fvery shipment of gold is ac- 
cepted as evidence that prices are too 
high,and that until they are reduced 
buying for foreign consumption will 
ceare. 

The American members of the money 
trust accept the dictum of the foreigner 
e ully, for does it not make their 
méney also more precious? Every article 
of domestic production not protected by 
a trust sympatbizes with cotton and 
wheat, andevery fixed income commands 
more of the products of, labor.. 

The contention of the papers of the 

t cities is simply fraudulent. The 
ovement of gold is the device by which 
all values are controlled. And the ss- 
sumption is legitimate that the great edi- 
tors play their part in this sealing of val- 
ues as servants to plutocracy, and not as

It was the 
second attack of the kind he had suf- 
fered within two weeks, and although 
his condition was regarded as some- 
what seridus, and excited the alarm of 
his family, the’ encouragement given 
them by Dr. Hilbest, the family phy- 
sician, led them to believe that the 
patieut would soon recover. 

For this reason all knowledge of 
the ex-president’s illness was kept 
from the public, and.the fact that he 
was suffering from heart trouble did 
not become known until Tuesday af- 
ternoon. While Dr. Hilbest remain- 
ed almost constantly by the patient’s 
side, no alarming symptoms appeared 
until evening, when he became rapid- 
ly worse. 

Rutherford Burchard Hayes, eigh- 
teenth president of the United States, 
was born in Ohio nearly seventy-one 
years ago. He was a member of con- 
gress, and subsequently governor of 
Ohio.

the floors above. A low-walled cellar 
is a Wistake in any case, as & laundry 
or supplementary kitchen can other- 
wise be had on the ground floor, or @ 
workshop for the man of the house. 
If the bay window usually found op 
the southern side of modern bouses 
runs down to the cellar, here is an 
excellent place to winter geraniums, 
fuchsias and other plants which have 
outgrown plant-stands oF shelves. 
The kitchen proper should always be 
located a lite one side of the main 
_ building, when it is on the same floor 
as the dining and living room, as it 
usually fs in the country, 80 as to pre- 
vent a direct draught when the front 
doors are opep and bring in the odor 
of cooking. ‘Too little attention is 
paid to this one item in baiiding, 
though it is essential to a healthy and 
agreeable atmosphere. Some houses 
are built in such a way that it is im- 
ible not to perceive what has 
been the menu of the last meal on 
entering the front door, and there is 
a blending of all the past meals hang- 
ing about the rooms. Such an atmos- 
phere as this must be unwhplesome. 
The door which eommunicates be- 
tween the kitchen and main house 
should have a strong spring oD it, 90 
that it cannot be left open through 
negligence. There should always. be 
a ventilator in the kitchen window, 
which should be open at all times 
and an abundance of windows for 
light and yentilation. © The angle 
formed by the extension of, the kitch- 
en beyond the main house may be 
utilized either for a back piazza or a 
amall conservatory, af item of ex: 
pense not necessary if a piazza is de- 
cided upon; but when. building, a few 
additional dollars tere and there are 
not grudged by the majority of peo-.

acter. It is a plain dictate of honesty 
and good government that pablic ex- 
penditares shall be limited by public 
necessity, and that this should be 
the rules of strict 
economy; aud itis equally clear that 
frugality among the people is the best 
guaranty of a contented and strong 
support of free institutions. One 
more of the misappropriations of pub- 
lic funds is avoided when appoint. 
ments to office, instead of being the 
rewards of partisan activity, are 
awarded to ‘those whose efficiency 
promises a fair return of work for 
the compensntion paid to them. To 
secure the fitness and competency of 
appointees to ‘office and to remove 
from political action the demoralizing 
madness for spoils, civil service re- 
form has found a place in our public 
policy and laws. The benefits already 
gained through this instrumentality 
and the further usefulness it promises 
entitle it to the hearty support and en- 
couragement of ali who desire to see 
our public service well performed, or 
who hope for the elevation of politi- 
cal seritiment and the purification of 
political methods. 
SMASH THE TRUSTS. 
The existence of immense aggrega- 


tions of kindred enterprises and com-, 


binations of business interests formed 
for the purpose of limiting production 
and fixing prices, is inconsistant with 
the fair field which ought to be open 
to every independent activity- Legit- 
imate strife in business should not be 
superceeded by an enforced conces- 
sion to the demands of combinations 
that have the power to destroy; nor 
should the people to be served lose the 
benefit of cheapness, which usually 


results from wholesome competition.. 


These aggregations and combinations 
frequently constitute conspiracies 
sgainst the interests of the people, 
and in all their phases they are unnat- 
ural and opposed to our: American 
senses Of fairness. To the extent that 
they can be reached and restrained by 
Federal power, the general govern- 
ment should relieve our citizens from 
their interference and exactions, 
Loyalty to the principles wpon which 
our government rests positively de- 
mands that the equality before the 
law, which it guarantees to every citi- 
zen, should be justly and in good faith 
conceded in all parts of the land. 
The enjoyment of this right follows 
the badge of citizenship wherever 
found, and, unimpaired by race of 
color, it appeals for recognition to 
American manliness and fairness. 

Our relations with the Indians loca- 
ted within our borders impose upon 
us responsibilities we cannot escape. 
Humanity and consistency require us 
to treat them with forbearance, and in 
our dealings with them to honestly 
and considerately regard their rights 
and interests. Every-effort should be 
made to lead them through the paths 
of civilization and education to self- 
supporting and independent citizen- 
ship. In the meantime, as the nation’s 
wards, they should be promptly de- 
fended against the cupidity of de- 
signing men and shielded from every 
influence or temptation that retards 
their advancement.

Fully impressed with the gravity 
of the duties that confront me, and 
mindful of my weakness, I should be 
appalled if it were my lot to bear un- 
aided the responsibilities which await 
me. Iam, however, saved from dis- 
couragement when I 
shall‘have the support and counseland 
co-operation of wise and patriotic — 
men, who will stand at my side in 
cabinent places, or will repres# the 
people in their legislative hist I 
find also much comfort in remember- 
ing that my countrymen are just and 
generous, and in the assurauce that 
they will not condemn those who by 
sincere devotion to their service de- | 
serve their forbearance and approval. 
Above all I know their is a supreme 
being who rales the affairs of men, 
and whose goodness and mercy have 
always followed the American people, - 
and [know he will not turn from ué 
now, if we humbly and reverently 
eck his powerful aid. ; 


PASSING OF THK PARADE. 


At the conclusion of the inaugural 
addresses the firing of a gun brought 
the command of the first grand di- 
Vision to attention, and amid the 
booming of the presidential salute of 
twenty-one guns from the batteries of 
the Washington Navy-yard and Fort 
Myer, Va., President Cleveland and 
his escort moved rapidly toward the 
White House, followed by the inau- 
sural procession. The review ing 
stand, designated by an immenso fay 
flying above it, was’ sitaated immedi- 
ately in front of the executive man- 
sicn and on the south side of Peunsyl- 
vania avenue. Acres of humanity, 
surging like a sea, occupied every 
available spot of ground in the vicin- 
ity. - 

The inaugural parade, which was 
under command of (ren. Martin G. 
McMahon, of New York, grand mar? 
shal, was composed of two granil 
divisions, each division being in turh 
subdivided into divisions and brigades. 
The United States forces, which led 
the parade, were under the command 
of Brigadier General Joho R, Brooke, 
and presented a soldierly appearance. 
All commssioned and other officers 
carrying swords. gave the military 
zalute'as they passed in review, turn- 
ing toward President Cleveland as 
they did so. The impecturbable Presi- 
nent returned the salutes by raising 
his hat, accompanied by an almost itu- 
perceptible nod.

Attorney-General Martin has render- 
ed tha following opinion on the Sayre 
Election law, 

Office of aitorney-General. 
Ifontgomery, Ala., Feb. 25, 1893. 
Hon. Thos. G, Jones, Governor of Ala- 
bama: 

Dear Sir:—You have requested my 
opinion on the following questions: 

First—‘‘Can registrars, under the act, 
‘To further regulate elections in this 
State,’ approved February 21, 1893, 
make registration of electors in May of 
this year, or must they defer it until 
May, 1894, thst being the first year since 
the passage of the act in which a gen- 
eral State or Federal election is to be 
held?” ' 

Second—‘'Whether the operation of 
Section 14 of said act upon the elections 
which it specifies, is not necessarily 
postponed until such registration is 
made?” . 

Section 2 of said act provides for the 
appointment, ‘‘as soon as practicable” 
after its passage, of one competent per- 
son a8 registrar for each county, ani an 
assistant registrar for each precinct or 
ward in their respective counties.

NOBLE WORK OF TH& ALLIANCE. 

There is no question, I suppose, amoog 
‘hose acquainted with the work of the 
Farmers’ Alliapec, that the large vote 
cast at the last election for the principles 
of the People’s Party was mainly due to 
the educative influence of the first named 
body. 

Assuming this to be true, it would 
Feem that one are anxious for the 
success «f their party in the future could 
hardly do better than to stand loyally 
by the Alliance and hold it rigidly to the 
lines on which it was first projected.

It assumes to have in its party platform, 
all the truths that is needed, if not all 
that there is. Its one object is to exalt 
and glorify this, win votes fer it in the 
canvas and secure victory for it at-the 
polls. Entirely different is the work of 
the political college. This endeavors to 
lsft all political questions above the at- 
mosphere of party spirit, and consider 
them in the light of priociples and facts 
thut are universa!ly conceded. The best 
educative work of the world is done by 
this sort of indirection. Meo are made 
acquainted with facts and principles to 
which methods they were strangers. 
They are led to study the bearing of 
these on theory and practice of -govern- 
ment. Under the , pressure of these 
facts and principles they are of- 
ten forced to adopt conclusions 
against which their early training 
and prejudice would have made 
them proof, had these conclusions been 
first hurled at them as planks in a politi- 
cal platform, If the People’s party has 
truth on its side, nothing can so grandly 
serve its mind asa sublime reliance on 
an independent, truth-loving, truth-seek- 
ing educational policy. 

The Alliance bas been the political 
and economic college of the people in the 
past. Its success, as measured by the 
inroads made in the older partics, would 
seem to prove a peculier fitness in its 
methods for carrying forward the work 
on which the success of the People’s par- 
ty depends. The assumption that its 
work in this respect is done, and that 
party success is henceforth to be secured 
by the methods of party propoganda, is 
one full cf peril for the cause. Converts 


made in the Alliance, through Alliance. 


methods, are more likely to be intelli- 
gent, well-grounded, and full of an 
abiding enthusiasm than those made ip 
the conflicts of party campaigns. 

It would be a great pity to have an in- 
stitution that has shown so mighty a 
power for good in the last decade, that 
bas brought acd held together in kindly 
fellowship to the number of hundreds of 
thousands, people of every shade of re- 
ligion and political belief _and given 
them a sense of unity and brotherhood 
that they never had before. It would be 
a great pity, I say, to have such an io- 
stitution drop this high function, and 
either go out of existence or be shorn of 
its power. 

It should have a lesson here from the 
history of the church. When it began to 
demand of its members that they should 
think alike; when it made doctrinal 
unity the basis of membership, it parted 
with all that was most distinctive in the 
Christian life aod spirit. 
brotherhood and unity was driven out, 
the spirit of separation and Phariseeism 
entered in. e first effec’ of honest 
thinking isto develop differences—the 
last effect to deveicp agreements, We 
want institutiong that can hold men to- 
gether in loving freedom while they are 
passing from the former stage to the lat- 
ter. We want iostitutions tnat will en-

AN ADDRESS. 

The following address to the Farmers’ 

Alliance of West Virgiaia by S. A. 
Houston is of such merit that wo take 
the liberty of reproducing it here and 
command its careful perusal by our many 
readers : 
“T have received a number of letters 
from every section of the State, frm 
members of our order of every politcal 
faith, urging the vigorous prosecution of 
our work as an order. Our organ'zatiog 
throughout the whole country bas bern 
subjected toa supreme test, as to its 
vitality, through the disintegrating influ- 
ences of one of the hottest political con- 
test, our country has ever known. As 
was expected of a ‘non partisan” organ- 
ization, members of the Alliance were 
found eupportiog different political par- 
‘ies, and we must concede to all honesty 
of purpose. Those who voted the Re- 
publican ticket threw away their votes, 
as the logic of events has demonstrated. 
Those who voted the Democratic ticket, 
hoping thereby to further Alliance. prin- 
ciples, may have beco right or may have 
been wrong. If the Democratic admip- 
istration gives the people full and ade- 
quate re'ief they were righ', because the 
Alliance does rot care from what party 
comes relief. But ifit fails to give us 
relif then they by their votes postponcd 
the day of our redemption. ‘Those who 
voted the People’s party ticket, no doubt 
were also honest in the cxuse, because 
they followed the ‘‘demands” of our or- 
der into the People’s party that had 
made those demands their platform. 

It must be a source of congratulation 
toevery true Alliance man, whatever his 
own course may have been, to know that 
more than 1,000,000 votes were cast for 
the “‘demands” of our order, and that 
these came from every state in the Union, 
with only one exception, 

If relief comes to us in the future it 
will be in a great measure due to the fact 
that there were more than 1,000,000 men 
in the United Siates upon whom party 
prejudice had po influence. But the 
cuntest has passed, and we hope with it 
has gone all the bitterness that it engen- 
dered, We especially should bear no ill 
feeling toward members of our order who 
acted differently from ourselves. Every 
Alliance man must take bis place again 
in the ranks of the great reform army, 
-for as sure as an organization of the farm- 
ers and laborers against the money 
power of the land, ceases to exist, ‘‘a 
government of the peop'e, for the people, 
und dy the people,” will become but a 
memory. 

A great dealis ssid by our enemies 
about the Alliance being ‘‘non-partisan.” 
The Alliance is ‘‘non-partisan,” but at 
the same time it isa political organiza- 
tion. Every single one of our demands 
is a political demand, and if carried into 
effect at all, it must be by legislation, 
and in order to accomplish that legisl a- 
tion you must vote for men who favor 
these ‘‘demands.” 

The National Council met at Memphis 
on the 16th of last November, when the 
country was still full of excitement. An 
effort was made by the plutocratic press 
to create the impression through false 
reports that it was a riotous, disorderly 
meeting, and that the order was hope- 
iessly divided. The same ¢ffort by the 
game means was made at Indiavapolis 4 
year before. The very means resorted 
to by our political enemies to disrupt the 
alliance ought to haveand has had the 
result of drawing the trethren closer 
together. Insome of the States a' new 
interest is being taken and the work of 
further organization is being vigorously 
pressed. 

Our plain duty -in this state is to 
strengthen our organization by distribut- 
ing the literature of the order, by regu- 
lar and continued monthly meetioga, by 
discussing and perfecting our knowledge 
of the ‘‘demands,” and by all legitimate . 
means increasing the membership. With 
tbisend in view, I would make these 
snggestions: . 

Where sub-alliances have allowed fees 
to accumulate against the members it 
would be best to remit all these dues and 
levy an assessment upon each member 
sufficient only to pay State and national 
dues, 

The county lecturers and organizers 
heretofore appointed should make it 
their special duty to revive dormant alli- 
ances, and recreate among them an in- 
terest in reform work. 

The most important part of the work 
is the wide dissemivation of the reform 
oress and literature. With a view to 
this, entertainments, musical or. literary, 
with a proper effort, could be provided 
to create a fund for the purchase of 
, to be circulated free, 
both inside and outside of the order. 

In the election of officers care should 
be taken to make a choice of your most 
competeat and active members, aod the 


county alliance should be kept in exist- 
ence and in good workisg prder, that 
representation in the State Alliance may 
vot be lost.

To Fix Railroad Salaries. 


A proposition has been suggetted to 
form an association of all the :ail- 
roads in Kentucky, Tennessee, Geor- 
gia, Mississippi, Alabajna and Florida, 
known as grou> V ou the interstate 
commerce commission map, to be 
called the Railroad Companies’ Pro- 
lective Association, A governing 
comn ittee consisting of six or seven 
presicen s of railroads, one from each 
State, are to meet aud fix the compen- 
sation to be paid to officers and em- 
ployes in every branch of railroad 
service. These inectings are to be 
held quarterly at some central point, 
and ail applications for increase 1 com: 
pensation, where such compensation 
exceeds £35.00 per month, are to be 
referred to this committee. The ob- 
ject is to secure a uniform scale in the 
six States referred to, according to the 
service required, ia every branch of 
railroad employment.

THE COTTON CROP. 


Address of Senator George to Farmers 
in the South. 


Senator George, of Mississippi, who 
since April Jast, under the terms of a 
senate rceolution, Las been engaged 
in an investigativn of tho canees of 
agricultural depression prevailing ip 
the cotton states, has prepared an ad- 
dress to the cotton farmers of the 
United States. In view of the im 
portance of the question and urgency 
in conrecction with the planting of 
next year’s crop. 89 soon to be en- 
tered upon, Senator George bas 
thought proper to give iminediate pab- 
licity to the conclusions he has ar 
arived at. ‘Thev are as follows: 

‘Lo tne Corton Farmers of the United Btates) 

Ia the di:charge ufadu'y imposed by the 
Uutted States senate in committee of agri- 
culiure, to investigate the causes of low prices 
of outton and the remedy, 1 bave mage sonre 
Wn vestigations, though as not yet complete, 
autborige me to state the following cunc.u- 
s10ns 

“There are causes for this low price, 
ing from legislation now 10 force, 
there are other causes Coming {rom 
needful legisiation yet to be we 
nacted, [tis certain, however, that these 
causes cannot be remedied in time w affeet 
the prios of the crop now about to be planted 
even, indeed, if their force ever cau be de- 
stroyed. ‘The cotton farmers must, there 
fore, for the present, resort to such remoliee 
or palliatives for low prices as may come 
from their own action independent of the 
legislation. 

“The last crop (1892-93) has brough$ ® 
higher price than the preceding one. This 
resulted from the fact that it Was mucb 
smaller. ‘“he price would have been higher 
if there bad not been a larg’ surplus 
over the needs of consumption cu.mng from 
the very large crop of the prece.tng year 
(isy1-92) ‘fhe natural rise in tbe price of 
tbe crop now being marketed has been 
iargely impeded by the groat strixe among 
the operatives in the cotton factories of 
England. In this strike 60,000 operatives, 
working ¥1,000 spindles, have rip sg work 
The effect ofthis strike, up to tMs date has 
been to decrease the amount consumed by 
British factories sincd Sept. 1 525,000 balas, 
and itis likely o amount In (he Hear future 
wo more than 100,000 bales in addition. This 
decrease in the demand bas, by a certain law 
of trade, diminished the price, and pre- 
vented the full rise which would other wisé 
have come fromthe sinall crop, American 
spinners carried aed sae last season an ull- 
uayally large stock of cotton, having bough& 
heavily at the low prices prevailing in tae 
spring and summor, aud while doigg a0 es: 
ceptional good business, they bave/taken sv 
far 850,00 bales less than for the same period 
during last season.

Farmer says: I think it is importeot to 
warn the farmers of the South against 


| an increased acreage in cotton this year. 


and Iam sure the press of the country 
could do.no better deed than to constant- 
ly urge the farmers to continue to reduce 
the eotton acreage. If the newspapers 
would pyblish articles on reduction of 
acreage in cotton from now until the 
planting season is over, & vast amount of 
good would be accomplished. If the 
newspapers would do as much now as 
they dis last winter and spring, there is 
no tefling how many thousands of acres 
would be cut off from cotton and put in 
other crops. Iam sorry to say the ten- 
dency is, asa general thing, to increase 
the cotton acreage; with an increased 
acreage and a good crop season, there 
will probably be ten million bales made, 
auy cmount over seven millions means 
avery low price for cotton next fall, 
which will bring ruin and wreck and suf- 
fering to the Sunny South; op the other 
hand, with a medium crop, say 6,000,000, 
the price of cotton would very likely ad- 
vance to 10,11 and 12 cents, which would 
bring decidedly better times, and every 
business and industry would flourish, 
the laborer would receive better 
wages, the farmer would be in- 
dependent and the newspapers would 
fAourish as they never did before. The 
Eng lish and New England -manufactu- 
rers are growing rich off of the southern. 
cotton growers, they are curtailing their 
output or productior of manufactured 
goods, and the result is those goods 
have been advancing since 1890, which 
plainly shows us-that cheap cotton does 
not bring us low-priced manufactured 
goods, The farmer is the one who ought 
to curtail. Yes, I say curtail the crop 
until 1t is reduced to such proportions 
that there will be @ profit in raising cot- 
ton. Let.the leading newspapers of our 
laut urge a reduction in cotton acreage” 
in their weekly issues and request their 
exchanwes, and-they in turn request their 
exchanges to publish articles on cotton 
ecreage reduction.

PEED FOR A FATTENING COW. 


Numerous experiments have shown 
that to make a pound of increase in fat- 
tening cattle per 1000 pounds, the food 
must contain one pound of digestible 
proteiae, or flesh forming matter; six 

ds of carbohydrates, or heat form- 
ing matter, and one pound of fat, all 
digestible. But as one-third of the food 
is not digested ucder ordinary circum- 
stances, itis necessary to make the ration 
correspondingly nutritious and add pro- 
portionately to the quantity. Thus the 
following rations may be used for this 
purpose. Rations for fattening cows. 
Per 1000 pounds, live weight, Twenty 
pounds of good hay and twelve pounds 
of cornmeal; or, seventeen pounds of 
glover hay, ten pounds of cornmeal, 
three pounds of bran; oF, twenty pounds 
of corn fodder, twu pounds of bran, ten 
pounds of cornmeal. If straw is _used, 
pran may be added to the ration in the 
proportion of ten per cent, to equalize it 
with hay. } 

lt is impossible to say how much meal 
alone will make an animal fat, because 
this concentrated food will not be di- 
gested without sufficien. quantity of 
coarse fodder to fill the intestines and 
produce the proper action for complete 
digestion, so that it is indispensable that 
hay or straw should form the bulk of the 
food, and richer food be added in the 
right proportion. It is best to feed the 
meal dry, a8 it must be mixed with a cer- 
tain quantity of salva for its digestion, 
be the case if the meal 
is given wet and is thus easily swallowed 
without mastication.—New ‘York Times. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


The number of cows that 
from tuberculosis is large, 


are suffering 
and if'a few 


are allowed in the herd with the disease 


it is very apt to give itto others. It the 
disease can be detected early in its 
stages, and the animal suffering from it 
isolated from the others, valuable herds 
may often be saved from contagion. It 
is quite essential that cvery dairyman 
should be able to detect this disease 
when it 18 first manifested, and yet its 
symptoms are 80 slight -and imperfect 
that the work is very difficult. In Bul- 
letin 21 of the Pennsylvania Station the 
results of the tests with the Koch tuber 
eulin are given, and it. is supposed that 
by using these injections any owner can 
teli whether at any time his cows have 
tuberculosis. The test is very simple, 
and as the tuberculin can besobtained 
readily now at druggists’ it is not a dif- 
ficult matter for any dairyman to guard 
his own flocks from this disease. 

At the station twenty-five cubic centi- 


metres of the tuberculin were. injected | P 


in the cows. The temperature of the 
cows was taken before the injection, and 
then again every three hours :afterward. 
All the animals that showed the charac- 
teristic rise of temperature. proved tuber- 


_culous after they were slaughtered and 


examined, and those that didynot have 
any rise in temperature were «free from 
the germs. Some of the cattle: that had 
no rise in temperature awere’ suffering 
from lung trouble, and they had been 
pronounced tuberculous‘by experts. The 
test, however, revealed the’fact that they 
were not. The result ofthe experiments 
satisied the managers at the station 
tbat the tuberculin is of great value. If 
the cows have tuberculosis, even in its 
primary stages, there will bea marked 
rise of temperature atter the injection, 
and if not, the temperature } will remain 
normal. —Boston Cultivator. *

A Musical Crab.

Routhern Industries. 


The quarterly statement of Southern 
industries prepared by The Trades- 
man, of Chattanooga, Tenn.. shows 
that for the first quarter of 1893, the 
new industries established exceed 
those of the first quarter of 1892 bv 
198. While for the first quarter of 
this year only eight development com- 
panies have been incorporated, during 
the same reried last year 27 were 
formed. The quarter just ended also 
shows 76 cotton wool mills establish- 
ed: 59 flour and grist mills: 29 can- 
ning factories: 40 oi! mills and the 
building of 82 water works plants. 

This quarter showe 58 flour and 
grist mills established, as agatnst 29 
for the same quarter of 1892. 

The increasing demand for cotton 
aeed oil and its products together 
with the advance in the price, which 
has recently taken place, accounts for 
the large number of new oil mills or- 
ganized during the quarter: & total of 
40 is shownas against 10 In 1892 and 
Zin the same quarter of 1891, over 
half of che total number being located 
in Texas and the remainder scattered 
throughout other cotton growing 
States. 

Twelve brick and tile plants are re- 
ported, 22 cotton compresses, 21 elec- 
tric plants, 22 foundries and machine 
shops, 7 ice ractories, 32 water works 
plants, with 93 other miscellaneous 
industries. 

That the extensive timber interests 
of the South are net only attracting 
attention, but capital, is shown by the 
fact that 10d new  wood-working 
pants, have been established during 


the past quarter as against 122 in 1392 | 


aud 19i in the first quarter of 159!. 

Tennessee heads the list with thirty- 
three new industries in this line to het 
credit ; 
are close rivals with twenty-four and 
twenty-three respectiMely. All of the 
Southern States, however, are well 
repfesented in this development, Miss- 
issippi, with seven, being the sunallest 
number. 

In the quarter 76 textile industriee 
were established as against 28 im the 
first quarter of 1592, gud 45 in the 
same period of 1591, and the very 
general cbaracter of this development 
is shown by the fact that only three 
States— Arkansas, Kentucky and 
West Virginia—are not represented in 
this total. Alabama leads the list 
with twenty-two; North Carolina, 8ix- 
teen; Georgia, thirteen; South Caro- 
lina, eight; Virginia, tive; Mississippi 
four, and Texas and Tenucseee three 
eack.

DR, B W. GROCE ON THE PRIN- 


CIPLES OF THE ALLIANCE. 


Last Monday morning & numerous 
audience gathered at the Court House, 
Clanton, for the purpose of hearing an 
aldresa upon the Alliance and Ite prip- 
ciptes delivered by Dr. B. W, Grove. 087 
beloved State Pre<ilent. At precisely 
elever o'vlock ex-County President Bro- 
ther Honeyeutt. in a few well-chosen 
words, introduced the Doctor to the au- 
dience. In expreasing his obligation to 
Brother Honeycutt for the introduction 
he took occasion to say he harWy necded 
any introduction to Atiiancemen, and 
talking as a farmer to farmers he was 
more hopeful to-day than ever before. 

What are the aime and objects of the 
Alliance’ he said, It« aitn, to orranize 
the farmers. who constitute seven tenths 
of the fourteen tnillions of this country 
that labor for subsistamce: the other 
threetenths are thorouhiy. organized 
In order that they may enjoy the fruits 
of their labor: we bave no war to make 
upon them—the laborer is woithy of bis 
hire. All classes are organized; the man 
who falis to place himself ina position 
to enjoy the fruits of his labor is untrue 
to himself. his family and his God. No 
class is unorganized, then why blame 
the farmers for organizing ? 

Ite object. the betterment of our con- 
dition. socraliy. morally and financially. 
‘The Alliance haa been successful social 
ly. thore has beer a great sochal advance 
cince its advent. ‘Travelling, as he did, 
all over the stute, he had addressed thou- 
eands of Allianeemen, but had never 
rpoken to any under the influence of int- 
toxieating liquor. The moral and social 
ndvantages gained for its members by 
the Alliance are worth @ thousand times 
its cost: the Allance makes men breth- 
rep. and rules out selflahness: it educates 
politically. An editor once said to hina 
that only the ignoranf and politiclans 
belonged to the Alliance: in answering 
this absurd remark the Doctor sald there 
were thousands of Alliancemeu who were 
perfectly gonversant with econotale 
measures: there is not a man belonging 
to the Alliance but what has learned 
some economic measures. 

Finanetally, before the edvent of the 
Alliance the charge for ginning cotton 
averaged about one-twelfth, now it was 
done for one-twentieth. In the Alliauce 
stores cotton is welghed and etored by 
honest men. Who have no intervat in the 
busineas. but are paid a salary; the con- 


requence ts It Is weighed and stored at ~ 


lesa than one-half what it forinerly cost. 
Our exchanges have been the means of 
delivering the people from the retailers 
and giving them access to the wholesaie 
merchant and manufacturer. 

Our aime will never be aecamplished 
by the co-operstive movemeut alone. 
What is the diseasey The St. Louis 
meeting pronounced it pernicjous legis- 
lation. ‘The remedy to currect the evils 
we complain of is by proper legislation.

tive of party. 

‘he Democratic party of this state

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JEFFERSON TO MADISON. 

The following letter was written by 
Thomas Jefferson to James Madison in 
1785, and although over a century old, 
comes very close to the situation of t 
country at the present day. The letter 
is dated at Fountainbleau, France, Oct. 
28, 1785, abd is in part as follows: 

* * The property of eons | (France) 
isabsolutely controlled in a very tew hands

havinz as many as two hundred 
laboring.

It should seem, then, that it mast be because 
of the enormous wealth of the proprietors, 
which places them above attention to the in- 
crease of their revenues by permitting these 
Jands to be labored. I am conscious that an_ 
-qual division of ape pr is impracticable; 
but the consequences of this enormous inequal- 
ity producing so much misery to the bulk of 
mankind, legislators caunot invent too many: 
devices for subdividing property, only letting 
their subdivisions go hand in band with the 
natural affections of the hamau mind. The de- 
ascent of property of every kind, therefore, to 
all the children, or to all the brothers and sis- 
ters, or other relations in equal degree is @ 
etic measure, and a practicable one. Another 
means of silently lessenimg the inequality 
of property is to exempt all from’ taxation 
below a certain point and to taxthe higher por- 
tions of gs ate in geometrical progression a8 
they rise. henever there are in any country 
uncultivated iand«, and nnemployed poor, it is 
clear that the laws of property have been so far 
extended as to violate natural right. ‘rhe earth 
is given as acommon 8% ck for man to labor 
and live on; if for the encouragement of indus- 
try, we allow it to be appropriated, we must 
take care that other employment be furnished 
from tbe appropriation. If 
we do not the fundamental right to labor the 
earth returns to™ the unemployed: I¢ is too 
goon. yet, in our country, to say that every Man 
who cavnot find employmen’, but can find un- 
cultivated !and shsli be at liberty to cultivate 
it, paying a modrate rent; but it is not too 
goon to provide by every ible means that as 
few as possible shall b» without 4 little portion 
of land.’

ENGLISH LANDLORDISM. 


A tract of 80,000 acres of land in cen- 
tral Wyoming was purchased several 
years ago by Lionel Sartoris, a cousin of 
the Englishman who martricd and then 
deserted Nellie Grant. Sartoris failed in 
the range bu-iness, but has now found 
profitable use for bis acres. He bas 


bought water rights and built an irriga- 
tion plant, and will coloniz2 his tract 
with English tenant farmers.

MR. WATSON’S VIEWS. 


Hon, Thomas Watson, in ® lengtby in- 
terview in the Atlanta Constitution, gives 
by request, bis opinions ia regard to the 
greut issues of the day and the attitude 
he will unofficially assume in regard to 
them. Being asked as to his thoughts 
on the financial situation, Mr. Watson 
said: 

“The democratic platform calls for 
some sort of bi-metalism vot very clearly 
defined, but says nothing of the national 
banks.

The Sheep Ranzes of the South west. 


Southwest Texas 13 the great sheep 
country. There are flocks which go to 
50,000. A flock of 3000 is considered 
a minimum holding. Mexicans do the 
herding and Mexicap shearers travel 
about, taking the jobs of shearing at so 
much a head. Until recently it has been 
the custom to shear twice & year—in 
April and September. The cost of main- 
taining a sheep in Southwest Texas is 
only filty cents a year. The margia of 
protit isa good one, but some of the 
sheepmen are going into Angora goats, 
claiming that that is a still better thing. 
‘They say the goat 18 always in health; 
that it yields better meat than the sheep, 
that the mohair which can be sheared 
{rom the goat twice a year sells for mor 
than the fleece of the sheep. And then 
here is the skin, which is immensely 
more valuable than the sheep’s pelt. It 
is claimed that a flock of 2500 goats can 
be herded with less trouble than one of 
1000 sheep. Texas now has 275,000 
goats, and is rapidly increasing the 
stock. 

The only Indians who take to sheep 
are the Navajoes. Mr. Heath, who has 
traveled all over the country west of the 
Mississippi, collecting information about 
sheep for the Department of Agriculture, 
says the Navajoes have been raising aheep 
for over 300 years. | These Indians now 
hold 800,000 sticep.

In fact, in winter) they get nothing else. 
t is alfalfa hay we have taught them to 
eat. It is put in a rack that is not too 
high and that they can reach up to, and 
they pull it out just like horses and cat- 


“They ean say what they please about 
a hog, but there is more money in him 
at prices that have ruled this year than 
there is in a steer, and you only have to 
keep him onc-third as long. I speak 
partially as a merchant and partially as 
a rancher, for | owa over 300 acres that 
is down in alfalfa. Whea I lived in 
Santa Clara County ten years ago I didn’t 
think much about such a coming condi- 
tion of affairs as this, but it has now 
been fully demonstrated to me. Hogs 
are to be our great protitable yield in 
the Klamath Basin, as I believe they 
will be in the alfalfa regions of Cali- 
fornia. 

“What do we do to stiffen up and 
round out the hay-eating hogs? Tura 
them into a field of wheat, 4 huadred 
acres or so, according to the number you 
have, and let them cat it right trom the 
stems. It finishes them up in fine shape 
and makes as handsome pork as you 
would wish to find anywhere.”*~

How was it possible that Lord Rus. 
sell, the impregnable bulwark of the 
abolitionist cause in England, had be 
come in 1862 an opponent of Ameri- 
can abolitionists?

“First Monday” jn Tennessee is the 
day of the year to the average denizen 
of the Volunteer State; for on that day

lordly bull, is ex to be out, with 
his family and his friends, to show the 
kind of live stock on which he has 
pinned his faith And they are all 


Tennessee was admitted into the Union 
in 1796, and as far as we have been able 
to ascertain, this honored day and ous- 
tom: was admitted with her. In fact we 
believe the State went into our glorious 
Union upon the express understanding 
that she was to bring along with her, by 
the ear, as it’ were, like a determined 
mother her recalcitrant son, this time- 
honored privilege. And to-day she 
would fight for. it quicker than she 
would for the institution of slavery or 
any other of the various bonds of matri- 
mony. What, indeed, would life be 
worth to the horse-loving Tennessean, if 
deprived of the privilege of showing his 
pacing stallion, decked in red blankets 
enough to cover « burning church, and 
anchored with bridle and rein sufficient- 
t strong to have held the Constitution 

cet at sea? Napoleon crossing the Alps 
with his restless war horse, standing on 
the beetling cliffs and looking down upon 
the soon-to-be conquered plains of Italy, 
is not so proud and happy a man as is 
the Tennessean in the big parade around 
the primitive court house square, hold- 
ing his mettlesome pacer in check and 
proudly proclaiming to the gaping 
crowd around him: ‘“ This is a Tom 
Hal!” 

First Monday in Tennessee is founded 
on a beautiful and simple faith, so old 
that the memory of man ruoneth not to 
the contrary. Iu looking it up among 
the ancient and dust-covered archives of 
the state we find it all based upon the 
state’s incomparable and most efficient 
ground-hog weather department—a de- 
partment far more ancient and reliable 
than that of Uncle Sam’s, inasmuch as 
it makes but one prophecy a year, and 

enerally hits it; whereas the bureau at 
Vashington, with all its fuss and feath- 
ers, makes one every day, and generally 
arranges to retireat night with the sin 
of Annanias tacked to its official skirts.

alsolutey reliable weather bureau chief, 
for his retiring means there, will be six 
weeks more of stormy weather— Was 
ever anything more simple aud plain and 
absolutely inexpensive tn its red-tape 
operations? And the beauty of it is, it 
has never been known to lie—it is truth 
itself, decked in homespun and a wool 
hat: it is Wdshington with a pair of 
hatchets. We commend, it to the de- 
partment at Washington with its retinue 
of official asses, predicting rain on the 
threshold of a Bbaroah famine, and pre- 
paring us fora ‘‘long dry. drought” about 
the time the heavens declare the curtain 
will now rise tipon Noah-and-the-ark 
act.

‘Each prisoner is allowed to exercise 
himself for three-quarters of an hour 
every day in a small yard or passage 
which lies between high walls with iron 
grating at either end. During his exer- 
cise he is under the constant surveillance 
of a warder, and can neither see no! 
communicate with day other being. The 
rest of the time he spends in his cell, 
where he may work for the prison con: 
tractors or for his own amusement, as he 
chooscs. 

“By working all day at stitching copy 
hooks together, making slippers 01 
brushes, he is able to earn about four 
pence, which he can spend with the 
cantiniere for vin ordinaire, coffee, gar- 
lic or tobacco. Prisoners who can afford 
may order meals from a restaurant, but 
these are limited in, quantity to one plate 
of soup, =pee of meat and vegetables 
and one dessert.”—[St. Louis Globe- 
Democrat.

Just why it is that large canal projects 
always cost more than the greatest pre- 
liminary estimates is difficult to . explain. 
The Panama projct was recognized by 
the best enginecrs to be extremely vis- 
ionary from the first, but the Manchester, 
England,) ship canal, a work which will 
undoubtedly be carried through, is requir- 
ing vast sums far exceeding the original 
estimates. About $7,500,000 is needed 
to open the canal for traffic to Manches- 
ter on the assumption that the work can 
be completed by the end.of this year, 
and certain deferred work may increase 
this sum by $1,525,000. Four Parlia- 
mentary bills are being promoted, one to 
authorize the canal company to borrow 
$10,000,000, a second to allow the cor- 
poration of Manchester to add $10,000,- 
0U0 to the $15,000,000 it has already 
loaned to the canal. company; a third to 
empower the town of Salford to loan 
$5,000,000, and a fourth to empower Old- 
ham to advance $2,500,000. With all 
three of the cities most interested in the 
canal willing to make the necessary ad- 
vances, it would be an easy matter to 
complete the work were it not for the 
fact that there isa string tied to these 
offers of aid, which would be strong 
endugh to transfer the control of the en- 
terprise from the stockholders to the 
corporation of Manchester in case they 
were accepted in their present form. 
The portion of the canal already opened 
has thus far been able to take in reveipts 
more than covering the working ex- 
penses, although toll was charged )n but 
a small portion of the tounage.—(New 
York News. 2 


London’s Big Ben. : - 


Between the palace yard at Wetmin- 
ster and the top of the clock tower 
which marks the hours for Parlament 
there are 420 steps. 

The clock from which Bg Ben 
strixes the hour is the largest in the 
| world. Looking at the dial fron. the 
northern footway of Great Georgestreet, 
or from the embankment, it lools as if 
its diameter might be equal to the space 
that a man of medium size could cover 
with: outstretched arms. This et¢imate 
hardly does the dial justice, for is dia- 
meter is twenty-three feet. Fran the 
ground the minutes on the dial look like 
odinary minutes, and as if tha were 
close together. Asa matter of fat they 
are a foot apart. .The numerals we two 
feet long. The minute hand, wth the 
counter balance—the heavy erd that 
projects beyond the center of the dial— 
is fifteen feet inlength.

R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review | 
of trade says: Stocks rallied from | 
the extreme depression, but business 
shows no substantial improvement. 
Distribution of products to final con- 
sumers is rather iess., encouraging, 
though the weather has been generally 
inure favorable and at some poihts 
helps the retail trade. _ Wholesale 
business and production shows each 
week more hesitation” with regard to 
crops next fall. The pessibilities of 
tariff changes and money uucertain- 
ties, some large failures and many of | 
minor importance show the effects of 
the increasing stringency in the money 
warket, and, while money is compara. 
tively easy here, the pressure at other 
pointe has increased. Almost everv- 
where collections are slow, and doubt 
about the future affects new under- 
takings, although the present volume 
of trade, based upon past orders, is 
remarkably large.

HON, BEN TERRELL TALES, 

The following are brief but inter. 
esting extracts from a speech delivered 
at Henderson, Ky., recently by Hon. 
Ben Terrell, National Lecturer: He 
said that the good Allianceman is free 
and will vote against the demands of 
the Alliance if they are contrary to his 
honest convictions of right, but. he 
will study to inform himself so that 
his convictions will be in accord with 
truth.

If 
there were no debts, possibly we could 
get along without great increase in the 
volume of currency} but the contrac- 
tion of the past has increased the pur- 
chasing power 6f money and decreased 
the purchasing power of wealth, and 
simple justice demands a restoration. 
Every dollar should be equal in value 


and purchasing power. The distribn-* 
tion of money is now really on produce, 


but by the intervention of banks we are 
charged 10 to 15 per cent for the use of 
our money. 


MONOPOLIES AND TRUSTS, 


There are ‘people, plenty of them, 
who cannot see the necessity of so 
much denunciation of monopolies and 
trusts. For one reason or another 
this class has never been pinched by 
the gentiemanly, keen sighted, push- 
ing business pickpockets who have re- 
duced business methods to scientific 
pillage, and they cannot understand 
why anybody should be alarmed at the 
condition of things, says‘the Chicago 
Farmer’s Voice. 

But to the man who has felt the 
strong, relentless grip of capitalistic

ARE WE NOT BEING MISLED? 


The Souvthern Mercury, of a recent 
issue, thus speaks out in meeting on 
one of the greatest questions of the 
hour: ‘‘It will be noted by observant 
reformers that there is a well-defined 
plan on foot to subordinate every de- 
mand of organized labor, as expressed 
in the national gathering at St. Louis 
last year to the silver question. Al- 
ready a number of our exchanges are 
dropping into line aad making the 


discussion of the silver question para-— 


mount to everything else. This is 
wrong. While we feel that it is im- 
portant that free and unlimited coin- 
age of both the precious metals be 
firmly and immovably imbedded. in 
our financial structure, we are. by no 
means of the opinion that this will 
give us any material relief from the 
oppressions that are well nigh crushing 
the life out of the republic. If every 
ounce of bullion, both silver and gold, 
in the United States was coined into 
money, it would not afford a tithe of 
the circulating medium required by 
the toilersof this country. Besides, 
what matters it if it is all coined and 
stored in the vaults of the silver bar- 
ons of the Northwest or in the 


coffers of, the goldbugs of New 
England? Will this coinage add one 


“cent more to the wages of. the farm 


hand, the mechayie or the artisan? 
What we need is more. money—not of 
any certain kind—but more money, 
good money, money in the hands of 
the people, money bearing the stamp 
of the government, which we are all 
sworn to support, money that is a full 
legal tender for all debts. It matters 
little what material shall be used. 
What the people demand, and are de- 
termined to have, is a’ sound, stable 
money, in quantity sufficient to do the 
business.of the country. 

“Silver coinage, free and unlimited, 
will aid in supplying the deficiency 
now existing, but if there were not an 
ounce of gold-or silyer on the conti- 
nent we would have no need to suffer 
for a medium. 
States impressed upon any material 
possessing the necessary qntalities will 
meet every demand. The foundation 
and absolute basis of money is the sta- 
bility of the government which issues 
or coins it. The United States has 
just as much right and authority to 
coin money on paper, cloth or 
leather as it has on copper, nickel, 
silver, or gold. Then away with 
the idea that we must have a metallic 
basis, either silver or gold, one or both. 
All this twaddle and diseussién about 
a metallic basis is intended to divert 


the mind of the people from the main | 


issues. We want more money—less 
taxes—government ownership of rail- 
roads, telegraphs and telephones; a 
graduated income tax; but, mostof all, 
We want the sub-treasury plan, or 
“something better,’ and the men or 
party, who think we can be silent for 
free silver alone are doomed to disap- 
pointment. Don't forget that free 
silver is not a cure for the ills that 
now afflict us. 


Press the question of free silver, | 


but don’t fail to press with superior 
force the other demands of organized 
labor. Take up our demanils, read 
them frequently, and don’t be beguil- 
ed by those who would hare you 
lieve that free silver alone will bring 
the desired relief.”

that any man who has been so highly 
honored in our ranks could so far for- 
get our teachings as to issue such a tis- 
sue of @ifair, misleading, and untrue 
statements as he has been guilty of in 
the Economist of March 18,-25, and 
April 1.

Ignatius Dunnelly Sued. 


The war between the two factions 
of the Minnesota Farmers’ Alliance 
reached a culmination when Dr. Ev- 
erett W. Fisher of the Great Weat 
brought suit against Ignatius Don- 
nelly for $25,000 for defamation of 
character, and against George L, 
Stoughton, editor of the Representa- 
tive, for criminal libel. 

In the issue of the Representative 
published recently, Senator Donnelly 
said, over his own signature: ‘3 
plainly, distinctly and unequivocally 
charge Everett W. Fisher, while edit- 
ing a newepaper called the Great 
West, with having, at different times, 
and especially during the political 
campaigns of 1890 and 1892, while 
pretending to support the Republican 
ticket, taken sums of money, amount.

AN INTELLIGENT BEETLE. 


It Would Come at the Sound of Its 
Captor’s Volee. 


Something over a year since a young 
lady of my acquaintance had an experi- 
ence with a beetle, which, I think, 
showed a very marked degree of intelli- 
gence in the insect, and, as such instances 
are somewhat rare, I venture to send you 
an account of it. 

This beetle was a specimen of ‘‘Pelid- 
nota punctata” Linn., which was given 
toherin September. At first she kept 
it ina small box, feeding it vith grass, 
leaves and small pieces of fruits, such as 
jpeaches, pears, &c. Occasionally she 
would give it a drop of water to sip. It 
would sometimes bite a little out of a 
leaf, would eat the fruits and would take 
water eagerly. 

From the first she would take the in- 
sect in her fingers several timesa day 
and stroke or caress it, also putting it to 
her lips and talking to it all the time she 
handled it. When she put it to her lips 
it Would brush its antenne over them 
with a gentle, caressing motion. 

When she left her room she would 
shut the ‘‘buggic” upin its box. One 
day, about two weeks after she received 
it, she was called out. suddenly and ne- 
glected this precaution. She was absetit 
a considerable length of time, and when 
the returned the insect was not in its box 
nor anywhere to bé seen. Fearing that 
she might injure it, she stood still and 
called ‘‘buggie, buggie,” when it came 
crawling from its retreat towards her. 

After this, she would frequently leave 
it free in the room when she went out, 
and when she returned, if the insect was 
not in sight, she would call it, and it 
would crawl or fly toher- As this was 
continued it would more and more 
frequently fly to her instead. of crawling, 
until at last it flew nearly every time it 
was called. When it came in this way 
she would put it to her lipsyorto her 
nose, and the inscct would appear to. be 
pleased, moving its-antennze gently over 
her lips or taking the end of her nose be- 
tween them and touching it with a 
patting motion; 

She kept in her room in this way at 
the hotel where she was spending the 
summer until about the 1st gf November, 
She then returned to her home, some 300 
miles further south, taking the ‘insect 
with her.. Here she at first kept it in her 
chamber, but the nights being sometimes 
very cool it would become torpid and 
not get lively until afternoon. Thinking 
it too cool for ‘‘huggie” there, she re- 
moved it to the kitchen. As it still 
appeared more or less dormant she put 
it on a cloth above the hot-water boiler. 
Here it revived somewhat, but was not 
very lively, nor did it eat very much. 

About the middle of December it fell 
to the floor accidentally, by which fall it 
was evidently injured, as after that time 
it would eat nothing, and no longer 
recognized the young lady. About a 
week later it died.—[Science.

Tattooing in New Zealand.

The New Zelanders -tat- 
too the face and hands, but very rarely 
touch the body. Their method of tat, 
tooing is peculiar and differs from that 
of any other tropical country. 

The work of tattooing is done with a 
sharply pointed instrment, which is 
dipped first in a colored fluid. The 
point of the instrument is placed on the 
face and is driven into the skin by a 
sharp blow from a piece of wood. This 
is repeated again and again until the tat- 
tooing isdone. The process makes the 
skin very sore, and only a little can be 
done at a time. °

DEFERRED PAYMENTS OF INTERNAL REVE- 


" NUE TAX. 

When the dispatch. appeared an- 
nouncing that there were over 3100,- 
000,000 of the internal revenue tax on 
whisky past due, theré was considera- 
ble adverse criticism of the commis- 
sioner by a portion of the public press 
on accont of his failure to collect this 
money aud thereby relieve the United 
States treasury. An examination of 
this subject will satisfy any one 
that the tax on whisky is payable ab- 
solutely at the discretion of the. distil- 
ler, and it may be deferred for twen- 
ty years or longer if he 50 de- 
sires. During all this time his 
goods are ‘increasing in value 
many hundred per cent on the capital 
invested. There are few investments 
on the continent that yield an equal 
profit with an investment in whisky 
held in the custody of government of- 
ficials undergoing the aging process, 
and, as before stated, these goodé may 
be held for any length of time the dis- 
tiller may desire without the payment 
of one cent of the tax. This is the 
only form of property we know of 
upon which the owner can defer pay- 
ment of taxes imlefinitely at his own 
discretion. — /xz.

TRADE REVIEW. 


Condition and General Onatlook of 
The Prospects of the Country. 
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R. G. Dun and Co’s. weekly review 
of trade says: ~ 

More dishcartening ; conditious have 
prevailed during the last week, and 
those who saw the beginning of a per- 
manent recovery and better tone & 
week ago are disappointed. -~Money 
has been closer, especially in the inte- 
rior, and manufactures and trade are 
more affected than before. 

Some important failures have oc- 
curred, inciuding one bank at Milwaa-— 
kee. Gold has gone out again in 
jarge amounts, the exports for this 
week being about $5,000,000," and tho 
treasury gold reserve has been drawn 
down to about $90,000,000. 

In nearly all the departments of 
trade uncertainty about the future has 
a depressing influence, which is now 
clearly perceived in the decrease of 
new business, and, while most of the 
manufacturing works are yet em- 
ployed on fail orders, a8 these ruu 
out the number of works closed _jn- 
creases. 

Philadelphia reports amuch disturb- 
ance in iron, on account of the change 
in railway rates, and a large demand 
for materials for trolley and other 
electrical railroads. _ 

The iron trade at Pittsburg is less 
encouraging. Pig is weaker, and fin- 
ished iroa very low in price, with a 
weaker tendency. 

St. Louis reports satisfactory trade, 
with very fair collestions.

properly nothing to 4o. Railroads 
operated in Nebraska and Texas maia- 
tain offlces in New York with liveried 
servants, Persian rags and Turkish 
carpets. These expensive acocesories 
are connected not with operations on 
the railroad track, but with operations 
in Wali street. 

The Rock Island railroad has a tick- 
et office in Chicago at the corner of 
Clark and Washington streets. The 
rent of the office is $10,000 ‘a year. 
The salaries of the ticket sellers inside 
are at least $10,000 more. All this 
expense may now and then cause 8 
passenger to travel on the Rock Island 
road who would otherwise go on some 
other road. “But all this expense 
causes not one additional person to 
travel. There are commissions to 
brokers and commissions to ecalpefs, 
salaries to runnefs and traveling men. 

.If there was no gorgeous railroad 
officers, no brokers and no scalpers, no 
Tuners and no traveling! agents, the 
number of passengers carried by each 
railroad would be about the same. 
Without the help of ‘all these useless 
men and useless appliances the av- 
erage American citizen would find 
his way to the station of the rail- 
road upon which he proposes to 
travel, <a 

It is of course needless to say, that 
the Rock Island railroad is not singu- 
lar in haying extensive advertising ap- 
pendages, No; all the railroads have 
them. 

The wastefulness of the present rail- 


_road management is shown in the par- 


alleling of lines. Thusthe Nickel Plate 
and the West Shore, which are both 
perfectly useless, parallel the Lake 
Shore, Michigan Southern and New 
York Central railroads between Chi- 
cago and New York. The inducement 
to build the new lines was not to earn 
money on the track. The builders had 
no such idea. Their sole idea was to 
make money by compelling the old 
roads to buy them out. And there 
they are, the useless ‘‘streaks of rust,” 
and the Vanderbilts, who had to buy 
them and now own then, are getting 
out of the people interest and divi- 
dends on all they cost. . While these 
useless lines were building, the build- 
ers were shouting ‘“‘competition” at the 
top of their lungs. 

The man who paid the Vanderbilts 
more money for carrying a box of eggs 
from Rochester to New Ycrk city than 
it cost to carry a like box from SAS 
City to New York city very naturally 
helped to get the right of way for the 
West Shore with the hope of getting 
competition, and then when the road 
and the deal -were completed, and he 
found that the Vanderbilts were com- 


peting only with themselves, /he settled | 


down quietly like a good,. peaceable 
American citizen, opened his Bible and 
read, ‘‘To him that hath shall be given, 
and from him that hath not,” etc. 

I know that man. He will never 
help to get the right of way for an- 
other railroad, but he is in favor of 
having something done whereby 
freight rates shall be based on fairness 
and equity and not on ‘‘what the trafiio 
will bear.” 

The present railroad management is 
the cause of strikes and riots. Every 
year the militia are called out to pro- 
tect the poperty of railroads. 

What led to the riots in this couutry 
in July, 1877? In order to enable the 
railroads to pay interest and dividends 
upon $2 where only $1 had been in- 
vested, laboring men were made to 
work for railroads for staryation 
wages. In 1884 and 1885 there was 
no securiy for life or property in the 
Hocking valley. There railroad is 
watered for twice what it cost com- 
bined with g coal company which is 
watered for 50 times what it cost in 
order to keep up the price of coal and 
divide the spoil. 

The railroad defied the courts. Itre- 
fused to carry coal for operators whose 
men had not struck, and it indulgedin 
genéral lawlessness. If it were possi- 
ble for the present railroad manage- 
ment to continue, it would be only 8 
question of time when the whole of the 
United States would be one continuous 
Hocking valley full of perpetual riot, 
arson, bloodshed and murder. —Aveus- 
rus Jacosson, in Vanguard..

the accumulstion of wealth or the en- 


joyment of the present, leaving the 


for a time until the farmers began or- 
ganizing spontaneously as it were. At 
first most or us believed the remedy to 
be in co-operative buying and selling. 
The unsettled condition of the farm- 
ers, more especially in the newer seo- 
tions, made success difficult, but in all 
sections the lack of capital to back 
them up was avery great obstacle. 
Again the effort to spread out caused 
a departure from the only s 

plan called the Rochdale system. We 
have been, too ambitious in the past. 
We must in the future be content to 
build-up gradually. The result of our 
efforts have borne abundant fruit in 
directing our attention to the study of 
political economy in all its phases. 
True, this bas caused some unpleas- 
antness, for when men begin to think 
for themselves it is only a question of 
time when they will act for them- 
selves. The men who in the past have 
done the thinking for them and voted 
to suit the bosses, “do not like to lose 
their prestige and power, hence they 
resented this independent thought and 
action and tried to destroy the Alli- 
ance, the fountain from which it 
sprung. 

Many friendships have thus been 
severed, but we are conroled with 
the thought that friendships of that 
kind are not worthy of preservation. 

In 1890 the Alliance reached its 
zenith in numbers. Many supposed 
that all that was necessary was to elect 
enough Alliancemen to office to secure 
the enactment of our demands into 
law. 

We forgot, or did not realize, that 
(in their judgment) the political party 
with which they affiliated and from 
whom they received their election, had 
prior and stronger claims upon them. 
The result was that with rare excep- 
tions when we elected a man to politi- 
cal office on a platform notin harmony 
with our Alliance demands, we lost 
him to the Alliance, and many were 
discouraged. Had the phenomenal 
growth up to 1890 been based on prin- 
ciples as well defined as ours are now, 
there would have been no set back. 
The ebb in the tide began from the 
date of well-defined, practical action. 
Wo demanded results and the differ- 
ence of opinion as to methods caused 
serious complications, divisions and 
losses; back of it all was a host of 
narnest, conscientious men and women 
anxious for results, waiting patiently 
for s fair trial of each method, loyal 
to our representatives and with won- 
derful charity for their shortcomings. 
In this patient, waiting attitude the 
presidential election of 1892 found us, 
weakened because divided, or uneer- 
tain as to methods. 

The most encouraging feature to me 
in the whole movement thus far is that 
we emerged from that critical trial 
with our organization intact. True we 
are fewer in numbers but far stronger 
in that we are thorougly united. The 
Order has been tried, as it were by 
fire, the weak have fallen by the way- 
side, the selfishly ambitious have been 
weighed in the balanceand found want- 
ing—have been nnmasked and discard- 
ed. The stalwarts still hold the fort. 
We know now just where we are at. 
We have eliminated the cobwebs of 
doubt, wearé a unit on our demands 
and methods of accomplishments and 
what is far better than all else, and 
that which will forerver be the crown- 
ing glory of our Alliance, when its 
course has been run, and its history 
written. We have done what no po- 
litical party could do, what the | 
churches failed to do, what no other 
organizition attempted to do. We laid 
the foundation for the reunion of the 
nation on a fraternal basis so strong 
that all efforts of our enemies in the) 
Order snd out to rekindle sectional | 
hatred has been unavailing, and will | 
be so long as the spirit of North Caro- 
lina’s grandest son, L. L. Polk is cher- 
ished by the Order. May. its power 
never grow lesa. 

On the whole there is much to en- 
courage us.to go forward with the good 
work. Our talents are varied and each 
one must use the means which he in | 
his judgment thinks the most effective 
to win converts. 

In my judgment in no way can this | 
be done so effectually or so quickly as 
by building up the Alliance. What it 
has done is only-an evidence of what | 
it can do,in the future. From every | 
state reporting, Il have very encourag- 
ing accounts of a revival,new Alliances 
being organized, old ones being re- 
vived.. We are on the up grade once 
more, the tide is coming in that i 
land us far in advanceof where we were | 
in 1890. | 

With renewed courage let each mem- 
ber resolve to make at least one new 
convert. We have the principles, | 
logic and sentiment on our side; all | 
we need is the zeal.

Condition and General Outlook of 
The Prospects of the Country. 


— 


R. G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review 
of’trade will say: ‘The concerted aoc- 
tion of the banks of New York has 
changed the si:ugtion mrferially. More 
failures and a tremendous drain of 
money to the west Had such effect that 
the banks were unanimous in deciding 
upon the issuing of clearing house cer- 
tifleate, but as a precautiouary meas- 
ure to prevent trouble rather than. be- 
cause of trouble made ‘it necessary, 
Increased accommodations for the 
business community are expected as a 
result, and doubtless will, guiess spec- 
ulation is stimulated, absorb all the 
increase in available resources through 
undue preference of marketable se- 
curities over other asects. 

Excitement at Chicago and Milwau- 
kee has abated, bat the weakness of 
banks at many western points contin- 
ues, and the character of the failurce 
reported indicates that the widespread 
stringency is having a serious effect 
upon the merchauts and = manufactur- 
ers who are in no way counectéd with 
speculative operationa, The very 
tharp fall in foreign exchange re- 
moves the change of gold export at 
present, but is due to the foreign pur- 
chases of securities rather to a ‘change 
in trade balances..

What is called the ‘‘Worll'’s con- 
gress.of bankers and financiers” is to 
convene at Chieago, on June 19, anda 
general invitation to attend has beer 
extended to the bankers of all nations.

Many visitors prominent 
in financial circles will then be in the 
United States from abroad, ond the 
thousands of banking institutions in 
this country will deubtless be quite 
generally represented. The programme 
for the oecasion embraces sixteen dif- 
ferent topics, suchas the functions of 
banks, the essential elements of a 
monetary avstem,lawand legal tender, 
bimetallism and international bimetal- 
listu,the cause and mitigation of mone- 
tary panies, national debtsand national 
banking, the quantity of‘supply ofmon- 
ey and soe on, showing that the discussion 
Will take a wide range. It is also pro 
posed to have aconference of delegates 
appoimted by the governors of the sev- 
eral States and Territories and Canada 
te compare the banking systems, meth- 
ods of banking resourees, 
and general investments peeulias to 
each, whieh onght to be protitable and 
instructive. In all probabrly the quee- 
tion of State banking will also receive 
considprable attention, and special in- 
terest ‘will of course be given to what 
is suid or what action may ~ be taken 
relative to the Sherman Act and the 
free commage of silver. These are 
themes of timely jimport,, regarding 
which the tneoming Congress is expect- 
ed to attempt some remedial legrisla- 
thon, and any views that may be ad- 
vaneed or substantial agreement reach- 
ein this direction canhot fail to pos- 
sess at least sugyestive ‘importance. 
The congress will remain in session 
about a week.

THE GOLD BASIS. 


According to figures compiled from. 
‘official sources’’ by the World Alma- 
nao for 1893, the total supply of mon- 
ey in the world was, Jan. Ist, 1893, as 
follows:

Silver sock ** - . 3,965,700,000

Thejtotal supply of money in the 
United States was: 
Gold stock (coin and bullioa)...$ 654,000,000 
Rilver stock *‘ " .«. 575,000,000 
Paper money 405,000,050 


The gold stock has. been reduced 
since January 1, as per official report 
May 1, to $613,042,879, which shows a 
net falling off of $30,957,121, which 
is, in round numbers, eight million 
per month. 

Since the organization of our mints 
the total coinage of gold and silver up 
to January 1, 1893, as per report of 
Director of the Mint for 1892, has 
been as follows:

663,906,471 


$2,259, 915,614 


The Above report puts the amount 
of gold and silver coin in the country 
January 1, 1893, as follows:

Now let us take these figures as the 
basis of some observations. We find 
the total coinage of gold $1,596,019,- 
143, and the present supply only 
$567,961,390, showing amount gone 
from us to be $1,028,047,753. So, 
then, it. appears that the ampunt 
of gold coin that has disappeared from 
our country is equal to nearly one- 
third the whole world’s present supply 
of gold, both coin and bullion, and we 
see that gold as a circulating medium 
will not stay with us, hence, for locol 
or home use, will not answer our pur- 
poses as money. Now let’s examine 
the figures, on silver and see what 
wecan gather from them. We find 
total coinage up to Jan. 1, 1893, $663, - 
906,471; silver coin now in the coun- 
try, $492,903,266, and we have unac- 
counted for $171,003,205. We find 
by reference to the reports that in the 
past eight years there has been $53,- 
512,258 in silver coins mcited down 
for recoinage and for nse in the arts, 
and the $35,965,924 trade dallars, all 
of which is included in the total coin- 
age, should be deducted; this would 
reduce 171 millions to 81 1-2 millions. 
And if you could follow it on back to 
the first minting the recoinage would 
almost if not quite balance these ligures. 
Hence it appears that as between silver 
and gold,as a circulating home money, 
silver is much preferable. The 
figures show that silver as the chief 
implement of industry in the produc- 
tion of the enormous | wealth which 
marks the greatness of this country, 
actually wears itself out gomg about 
doing good among the farmers, the 
merchants and all classes, trades and 
professions. While gold leaves the 
mine, finds its way to the mint and re- 
eeives the official stamp, which seems to 
be its passport to parts unknown, ‘‘she 
tnkes to herself wings and disappears 
never to return.” The swift wings of 
the British Cunarder bears her away 
to the vaults of the Rothschilds to re- 
turn never, no never. Gold has never 
circulated among our people and | it 
never will, Silver has made a thou- 
sail happy hearts to every one made 
happy by gold.

But Wednesday's performance of the 
same train over the same road and the 
same division of the road was far more 
wonderful, being,a reduction of three 
seconds and the attainment of a speed 
of over 112 miles an hour.” 


“A Few days ago,’’ says a travelling 
man, ‘‘in passing through a town which 
had been badly wrecked by a small 
hurricane, I met a man who had pro- 
tected himself against loss by cyclone, 
guu who was able to survey the ruin of 
all he possessed on earth with the utmost 
complacency, while his neighbors were 
almost distracted with. grief. I asked 
him casually why he had taken the pre- 
caution, having learned that he was the 
only man in town who had such a policy. 
He told me that when a boy he had 
narrowly escaped being killed by a cy- 
clone, and the danger had so impressed 
him that he had carried cyclone insur- 
ance ever since he had: started house- 
keeping, which was well-nigh a genera- 
tion ago. The sentiments of the neigh- 
bors toward this fortunate man were 
quite interesting. One or two, of course, 
were sinall enough to be jealous of him 
and to tell anecdotes of how some folks 
had more luck than they deserved, but 
the majority spoke more in admiration 
than envy, and there seemed to bea 
general sentiment that the man who had 
thus provided against danger in the 
midst of. safety was the most suitable 
man in the district to run for Congress.” 


One of the wisest precautions that 
have been adopted by the government to 
restrict the field of any possible epidemic, 
and more particularly of cholera, has 
been to take steps to call in all ragged, 
worn and soiled paper money and to 
furnish new bills in place of the old and 
unclean notes. The discase-spreading 
power of this unwholesome paper is be- 
yond question. _It is now known that 
the germs of disease which are present 
in sick-chambers inay be carried on par- 
ticles of dust and become attached to the 
walls of tlie room, to carpets, the cloth- 
ing of persons passing in and out of the 
rvom, and.carried out +-eountless ways. 
They may be detained in a dormant con- 
dition for months on any surface that 
catches them, and when released by a 
brush ora current ofair they may drop 
intoasubstance that affords them nourish- 
ment, where they multiply with incaleu- 
lable rapidity. That such germs may, 
and in thousands of cases do, becbme 
attached to the fibers of worn and soiled 
bank notes, and that they do, in fact, in 
a great many instances, constitute alarge 
part of the matter which gives the notes 
their unclean and repulsive appearance, 
is now conclusively proved. 


Amone other exhibits shown ‘at the 
World’s Fair by the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion is a series of skulls showing the 
crania of all the classes of mammals. 
The type specimens chosen are the skulls 
of man, the monkey, the goat, the pen- 
guin, the alligator, the boa constrictor, 
the turtle, the bullfrog, the hellbender, 
the grouper fish, the alligator-garfish and 
the sturgeon. Tke alligator-gar is the 
tyrant of southern waters—an armored 
survival of the sort of fishes which were 
the terrors of ocean in an ancient epoch 
before there were any mammals. It will 
be observed that the list given is in a 
descending scale from the zoological 
point of view. The different bones of 
the skulls are painted with different 
colors, so as to show how they corre- 
spond through all of the crania. For 
example, the temporal bone is blue in 
every one of theskulls. Thus the casual 
observer is enabled to see at a glance 
how nearly the osseous structur@ of man 
is related to that of the other vertebrate 
avimals. 


A UNIQUE feature of the World’s Col- 
umbian Exposition is the co-operative 
exhibit of the Agricultural Colleges and 
Experiment Stations of the United Statea, 
which-is under the general management 
of Major Henry E. Alvord. This ex- 
hibit is in the southwest corner of the 
great agricultural building, occupying 
about a quarter of an acre on the main 
floor. The object-is to give visitors a 
complete insight inte the educational 
methods adopted at our agricultural col- 
leges, and the scientilic and experimentay 
work done at our stations. “Every one 
interested in our foundation industry 
will find it an exhibit worthy of a week’s 
observation and study, 


Ove of the sights at night in the streets 
of New York just now are the temrper- 
ance lunch wagous introduced by the 
Woman's Aaxiliary of the Church Tem- 
perance Society. The objdcet of the 
wagon is to counteract the influence of 
the cheap lunch, or free lunch, counters 
in the saloons. The wagon isa curiosity 
in its appenrance. It is 14 feet long, 6 
feet wide and 6 feet high. It is painted 
in gay colors, and has a profusion of 
windows, which make it a conspicuous 
object when the lamps are lighted within. 
Thére is a little counter at one end of 
the wagon, where a white-aproned at- 
tendant is ready to serve sandwiches, 
milk, hot coffee, hot Frankfurfers, cold 
meat, pies, etc., at 5 cents aserve. The 
venture is said to be a financial success, 
the first wagon having taken.in over $50 
on the first night of its operations. 

Tue Supremic Court of the United 

States has decided a case which must be 
taken as settling the law about the lia- 
bility of railroads for trunks containing 
articles other than personal effects. A 
travelling salesman fora jewelry house 
checked a trunk valued at $7,000 and 
lost itin a wreck. The Illinois Circuit 
Court decided against the corporation 
for full value, on the ground that the 
baggage agent from the appearance of 
the trunk must have known that it con- 
tained other things besides clothiny. 
The Supreme Court sweeps. all thi 
reasoning away and holds that the car- 
rier’s liability was only for personal 
baggage, and that the value of the jewelry 
could not be recovered from it.

THE ALASKAN BOUNDARY. 


—_—- 


The Canadian scientific expedition, 
which is to take part with our own sur- 
veyors in the delimitation of the south- 
ern boundary of Alaska, has sailed from 
Vancouver. The United States party, 
numbering nearly fifty surveyors and as- 
sistants, has also started for its destina- 
tion. The boundary between Alaska 
and the Dominion has already been 
located from Mount St. Elias north to the 
Arctic Occan, a distance of about 700 
miles. This survey- along the 14l1st 
meridian, which was completed nearly 
two years ago by our surveyors, has been 
accepted by the British Government, 
The undetermined portion of the boun- 
dary is that from Portland Channel, at 
the. soutern terminus of Alaska on the 
sea, to Mount St. Elias, and the fact that 
this part of the country requires delimi- 
tation at this late date is due to defects 
in the treaty of 1825 between Great 
Britain aud Russia, defining the boun- 
dary between their territories. 

This treaty, after describing the boun- 
dary line as beginning at the southern- 
most extremity of Prince of Wales 
Island, traces it from that point north- 
westward. along the ‘“‘summits of a 
range of mountains parallel to the coast 
to the 141st meridian, thence following 
that’ meridian in an unbroken line due 
north to the Arctic Ocean.” It happens, 
however, that no such range’ of moun- 
tains parallel to the coast, as was sup- 
posed-to exist, has been discovered, aud 
it was therefore necessary to take advan- 
tage of another;provision of the treaty, 
which specitied that when the summit of 
this range of mountains was at a greater 
distance from the coast than ten marine 
leagues, the boundary should be formed 

by a line drawn parallel to-the windings 
! of the coast, but never more than ten 
marine leagues from the shore. 

The country is very broken and dense- 
ly wooded, and the cost of fixing this 
continuous boundary line parallel with 
the thirty miles from the innumerable 
indentations of the coast at every point 
would be enormous. For this reason the 
British and United States Governments 
agrecd, last summer, to carry out a joint 
survey at certain points stretching north- 
ward from the upper end of Portland 
Channel to Mount St. Elias, and thereby 
obtain information that would enable 
the Commissioners of the two Govern- 
ments to agree upon the boundary with- 
out incurring the expense of a minute, 
exhaustive survey.’ This is the work 
that the two surveying parties now sent 
out are expected to do. 

They are to fix upon a considerable 
number of places distant thirty - miles 
from the coast line, and with this data 
the boundary will be drawn to connect 
the points whose position has been ascer- 
taired without going to more expensive 

-| surveying. The two parties are expected 
to return from Alaska by the end of, Oc- 
tober. Our surveyors will be explorers as 
well, and it is expected that they will re- 
turn with a good deal of information 
about native tribes and the plant and 
animal life of the country they will visit, 
a part of which has never yet been ex- 
plored. Some of the party will make 
special inquiry into the mineral resources 

| of this southeastern ‘part of Alaska, par- 
ticularly along the Stickine river, where 
several rich gold mines are already being 
worked with great profit. 


How New York Was Laid Out. 

The crookedness of the lower part of 
the city, south of the Fresh Water, was 
repeated north of the Fresh Water on a 
grander scale. In this new region the 
streets were straight in their several 
groups, but the groups were so defiantly 
at variance with‘each other, that wher- 
ever their edzes came together there was 
a tangle fit to make a loadstone lose its 
way; which picturesque confusioh was 
due to the fact that each group had 
started from a separate base—the shore 
lines of various parts of the island, dif- 
ferent angles of the line uf the-Bowery, 
and the Jines of Broadway and. Chris- 
topher street—and thence had extended 
until, quite at hazard, they had come to- 
gether, but had not joined. | However, 
some part of this tangle still was only 
on paper—many of the plotted streets 
remaining unopened—and therefore 
could be — corrected before it 
became a reality; and all of 
the island north of the present 
Fourteenth street practically was virgin 
territory which could be treated in what- 
ever way seemed most conducive 
public good. These facts being cémsid- 
ered, the wise conclusion was reached 
very early in the present century to cor- 
rect (so far as this was possible) the ex- 

| isting City Plan, which had begn created 
| by a mere patching together of scat- 
tered parts for the benefit of private in- 
terests, and to make a larger plan—so 
comprehensive that the growth of the 
city for a century or more would be pro- 
vided. for—in the interest of the com- 
munity as a whole. 

Unfortunately, the promise of this far- 
sighted undertaking was far from being 
fulfilled in its performance... The mag- 
nificent opportunity which was given to 
the Commissioners to create a beautiful 
city simply: was wasted and thrown 
away. Having to deal with a regioa 
well wooded, broken by hills, and diver- 
sitied by watercourses—where the con- 
tours of the land suggested curving 
roads, and its unequal surface reserva- 
tions for beauty’s sake alowe — these 
worthy men decided that the forests 
should be cut away, the hills levelled,

storehouses, was settled by the Dutch 
in the old days. They used to pull 
away from the bustle of town in row- 
boats after business hours, They called 
the place variously—Breucklen, Brouck- 
lyn, Dreuckelen, and Brucklyn. Such 
shipp'ng firms as the Lows and others 
followed the Dutch to the tree-clad 
Long Island shore from time to time. 
In 1790 there was talk of building the 
National Capitol there, and very much 
later Plymouth Church and Henry Ward 
Beecher made the Heights world-fa- 
mous. The Hill district, northeast and 
far back of the original ferry, grew up 
on its own account; and so did Will- 
jamsburg, which was incorporated as a 
village in 1827, and swallowed up by 
Brooklyn in 1855. Greenpoint, beyond 
Williamsburg, grew into. a town; an- 
cient Flatbush, stfaight back from the 
ferry, was a Dutch farming village; 
Bushwick was another; Eaat New York 
was a suburban outgrowth; and South 
Brooklyn, a seat of heavy population, 
maintained its distinct individuality. 
Ths. growth over the seams between 
these places began in anticipation of 
the building of the bridge, and to-day 
not only are these towns joined but the 
city is pushing into Jamaica, which an- 
cient burgh of the Dutch will soon be 
nominally what it already is in fact—a 
part of Brooklyn. 

The growth of Brooklyn has been 
very remarkable. Twenty years ago 
the city was smaller than Boston is 
now, having less than 400,000 souls, In 
1880 her people numbered 566,689. In 
1890 the census-takers estimated the 
number of residents at 806,343; and to- 
day no one who is familiar with the 
strides the town has teen making, and 
the number of new cs Aor that have 
been built and occupied, questions that 
the place contains more than 900,000 
inhabitants. - ; 


These Are Queer Words. 

Filibuster, freebdeter and buccaneer 
are words curiously interrelated. The 
French and the English sea adventurers 
once made common cause against Span- 
ish settlements in the new world, and 
all three of these words came in time 
to describe the rude sea soldiers who 
despoilei the Spanish main and the 
towns upon the coast of the Spanish 
possessions. Filibuster is said to be 
the result of an attempt to make a 
French word of freebooter, and the 
‘English borrowed it back from the 
French because it sounded less-frankly 
brutal than the English word. Bue- 
caneer was originally: French in form, 
and it meant at first one who hunted 
the boucan or wild cattle and hogs of 
the West Indies; then one who made 
jerked meat of their flesh, and finally, 
because this meat was used to provision 
the ships of the sea rovers, a filibuster 
or freebooter.

- A correspondent writing to the Mo- 
bile (Ala.) Register, from Wager, 
Ala., tells of @ strange phenomenon at 
that place ia the person of a colored 
boy ten years old living near Carson. 
He is 80 thoroughly electrified that he 
is a perfect conductor of electricity. 
It has been known for two years by 
the colored people that he possessed 
unusual power, but their superstitious 
nature led them to believe he was 
endowed with some divine power, or 
filled with some disturbing element 
from the evil one.

‘‘When his hand was placed on a set 
of wires leading into the telegraph 
Office, it would shut the current from 
the instruments, making a complete 
circuit through his hands, As a sec- 
ond test, one wire was taken from the 
top post of the switch-board and plac- 
ed in his hand and one finger of the 
other hand on the detached part, when 
to the surprise of all, the instruments 
commenced working as if connected 
with wires. He was then placed be- 
tween two batteries, with the wire 
from the positive in one hand and 
that from the negative in. the other, 
when a current passed through him 
that no ordinary person could have 
stood, though he claimed to feel no 
inconvenience from it except a slight 
tickling sensation, hile he was in 
that position about five minutes the 
current was strong enough to corode 8 
steel watch chain ho was carrying. 

‘‘While in the office the operator 
taught him several tricks he did not 
know he was capable of doing. One 
was to rub his hands. together briskly 
for a few seconds and turn the palms 
down, when a needle or any light

wHy WE NEED THE INCOME TAX. 

The Chicago Tribune argues that 
Great Britain has an income -tax be- 
cause it is not a matter of choice, but 
of imperative necessity. Free trade 
nnd heavy military expenses make it 
necessary. The same. line of argu- 
ment will fit the situation in this 
country. The new democratic sdmin- 
jxtration is pledged is reduce the tar- 
iff to a free-trade basis, and the deficit 
thus made im our revenues must be 
ynade wp in some other way. Then 
our pension bill will exceed $200,000, - 
000 8 year in the it \mediate future. 
We shall requite a great deal of money 
to pay the expenses of the govern- 
ment, and the only way to raise it is 
by an income tax. The matter of 
pensions alone is tremendons drain 
upon our people, and it would be 
preat help if we raised ehough money 
ly taxing large incomes ‘to pay this 
one item. This idea is vigorously ad-

In some departments 
of business orders for merchandise 
ere deferred, since there is no assur- 
ance of an ability to carry goods until 
they are sold, while in other depart- 
ments, orders are not received because 
the fature is distrusted. 

The effect on the great industries has 
been less thus far than might have 
been feared, as most of the works are 
employed on orders booked before the 
trouble began, but many , works are 
now reducing the nwmber of bands 
and others must soon suspend opera- 
tions unless the prospect becomes 
clearer. Inthe iron business no im. 
provement is perceptible, and pig is as 
low as ever, and while finished pro- 
ducts are still iu a fair deinand, prices 
are extremely low. — It is thought the 
closing of somo works will reduce the 
output of pig considerably. 

Accounts from other cities nearly all 
show that the monetary pressure af- 
fects traue materially and that collec- 
tions are slow and banks extremely 
crutious in leading, even where they 
are strongly fortified. 

At St. Louis the freight movement 
is gratifying in character and the vol- 
nme of business fair for the season. 
Preparations are making foran active 
fall trade, especially in shoes. Banke 
are accommodating customers in all 
regular business, but refusing speca- 
lators. 

At Atlanta trade is fair for the sea- 
son, but collections slow aud money 
very close, 

At Mobile trade is fair and the pros- 
pects favored by the weather, but 
money is tight, and at Charleston trade 
in groceries is fair, but other trades 
dull. 

‘The state of foreign trade is not yet 
catiefactory, for the export of pro- 
ducts falls below last year’s at New 
York, in June, thus far $3,600,000 or 
about 14 per cent, while the import 
are still somewhat larger than a year 
ago.

Pa CONCERNING KITES. 

“A very amusing ‘‘tailless kite” can be 
made in this way. Sy you want a four- 
foot kite; you place_ your cross-bar & 
foot from one end of the kite, and it 
must be made of hickory, fastened 
strongly to the upright stick, and then 
“bowed” by tying @ string to each end 
and bending it backward like a bar and 
fastening it in that position. The bow 
should be three teet long—one and a half 
feet on each side from where it is fastened 
in the center to the upright. A string 
should be fastened at the ends of the 
frame, so as to run all around it, and 
another string from each end of the bow 
to the stick, a foot anda half below. 
Cover the frame with tissue-paper, and 
fasten your ‘“‘captive string” to & cord 
tied both at the point where the bow and 
the stick join, and to the stick itself, a 
foot anda half below. This sort of kite 
requires practice to

exactly opposite the point where the two 
sticks meet.

CUNNING OF THE NEST BUILDERS. 

Birds building on high trees are not 
so wary about the concealment of their 
nests as hedge builders and those that 
seck the springing corn or grass land for 
the shelter of their homes, trusting to 


the loftiness of situation for security. 


A nest placed upon the, ground is in 
constant danger of exposure; a browsing 
animal might destroy it; then the scythe 
with one sweep occasionally lays bare 
one or more nests, thereby enlangering 
the eggs or callow nestlings. . This ren- 
ders the pureut birds very wary, and 
causes them to practise great ingenuity 
in their efforts to protect the young 
birds. . 

The skylark has been known to carry 
off its'ezgs or offspring to a place of 
‘safety after an exposure of the nest, and 
‘it has been said its long hind claw——the 
use of which has puzzled many natura- 
lists—is specially adapted by Nature for 
more easily grasping and transporting its 
treasures from the source of danger. 

When the young birds are too bulky 
to be thus removed, the parent carries 
them onits back, thoug this mode of 
removal is a somewhat difficult one. 

Nesting upon the ground, the partridge 
is likewise liable to be disturbed. A 
bird of this species was once startled by 
a plough passing within a yard or so of 
its nest. — Destruction was almost a cer- 
tainty, as the p!ough must pass entirely 
over it the next round, and the laborer 
wondered how the partridge would act. 
The time necessary for going round the 
field was about twenty minutes, yet,. in 
that almost incredible perio i, the parent 
birds had effected the removal of some 
twenty-one eggs to a safe spot. 

Careful search led to the discovery of 
the bird calmly seated upon her treasures 
in'the bottom of the hedge, out of reach 
of the plough. Nineteen partridge 
chicks were eventually hatchel, and duly 
escaped uamolested. 

‘Some birds will forsike their nests if 
so much as a fiager is placed within; 
but others, suspicious that their s3cret 
has been discovered, seek to hide them 
more efficaciously by admirably ingenious 
plans. 

Among the thick fern grow th of a bank 
a wood warbler had wovena net. The 
bird had evidently selected this bank 
because of the quantity of dead leaves 
scattered and heaped thereon; the tawny 
crispness of these corresponding nicely 
with the domed editice, thereby render- 
ing discovery almost impossible. 

But the tine quality of the ferns ied to 
its detection. Tugzing at the frail 
fronds, a kindly dap ysed_ lady scared 
the sitting warbler, which flew, with 
plaintive cull, to aa adjacent boazh and 
there exhibited signs ef great distress. 
The lover of Nature could not resist a 

at the cosy home, which, at a 
glance, appeared like a shapeless mass 
of dead leaves and grasses. 

Some few days after, walking through 
the same wood, she wa3 again tempted 
to pay the little wool bird a visit. 
Puzzled and surprised, she couid not 
find its whereabouts, but a few minutes’ 
search revealed an alteration from the 
original mode. The cunning bird had 
blocked up the old entrance and covered 
that side of the nest with dead leaves, 
breaking a doorway through on the 
opposite side. 

The magpie is nothing if not ingenious. 
He always barricades his bulky nest with 
thorn branches, so that to plunder it is 
by no means an essy matter; but when 
cireumstanees oblige the ‘‘pie” to build 
in a low bush or hedge—an_ absence of 
lofty. trees being a marked feature of 
some northern localities—he not only in- 
terlaces his home, but also the entire 
bush in a most formidable manier. 

Nor does he stop here. To “*make 
assurance doubly sure,” he fashions a 
means of exit as well as entrance to his 
castic, so that if disturbed vhe can slip 
eut by his back door, as it were.—| New 
York Telegram.

At Chickamauga. 


The terrific nature of the great strug: 
gle at Chickamiugs may be illustrated 
by the record of the Qist Ohio. In the 
course of the battle that regiment fired 
43,500 rounds of fixed ammunition, and 
fought till its last shot was expended. 
It suffered a loss of one officer and fifty 
m:n killed, three officers and ninety-eight 
men wounded, and twelve officers and 
one hundred and four men captured; yet 
even such magnificent bravery as its men 
exhibited could not suffice to give vic- 
tory to the Union arms. 

The total number of troops engazed’ 
on either side in the battle bas never been 
satisfactorily determined. The total 
strength of the army of Rosecrans was 
from 55,000 to 65,000 effective men, and 
quite likely was not far from the first- 
Bragg’s force bas been 
variously estimated as having been from 
less than 50,000 to fuily “70,000. . The 
probabilities are that the two armiesip 
number were very evenly matched. 

The losses of Rosecrans, in killed, 
wounded and missing, were over 16,000 
men, The losses of Bragg seem to have 
been at least as heavy, for there was 
terrific slaughter during his des e at- 
tempts to drive Thomas from Horseshoe 
Ridge. Were we to consider as accurate 
the Federal estimate of the Confederate 
loss, and the Confederate estimate of the 
Federal loss, the figures would be very 
greatly increased. —(Blue and Gray.

tion) in case of females. 

When a board of trade meets every 
member is on hand, or is,fined, unless 
a sufficient reason is given for his al- 
sence. The meetings are well at- 
tended, and the members pull to- 
gether, and accomplish the results 
sought for. If necessary, the mem- 


bers will chip in and raise at a single » 


meeting from $100 to $10,000, 

When a Farmers’ Afliance meets— 
about three months after the organiza- 
tion—not half of the members are 
present, and no one is fined. If there 
is any money to be raised, some one 
suggests a fair, or an oyster supper oF 
some other process for raising myney 
equally trival. There is little system 
in the movement, too often, and very 


littlemoney is raised. 


When anything transpires in a city 
that hurts a business man, or is likely 
to hurt his influenoe, a special meet- 
ing of the board of the board of trade 
is called, and there is a first-class howl 
and superlative amount of kicking un- 
til the injury is corrected.

Tuickness oF a Soap Busse Ev- 
| yeLore.—The capacity of human com- 
| prehension is not a little tasked at the 
| conclusion arrived at by scientists, who, 
‘it now appears, have succeeded in meas- 
| uring the thickness of the pe of 
‘soapy water enclosing the air of the 
‘bubble when it has become so thin as to 
| produce rainbow tints. Thus, .when 
| showing the shade of violet, it was one- 
fourth the thickness of the length of an 

ordinary violet wave of light—one sixty- 
| howsandth of an inch—a thickness, that 
Fis, equal to 1-240,000th of aninch. As 
‘the bubble continued to expand, a black 
| patch formed adjacent to the pipe from 

which the bubble was being blown, and 

the thickness of this patch was found to 

be only one-fortieth of that of the violet 
| section, or just about 1-1,000,000. of an 
| inch. 


A Butrox Setting Macurne.—A very 
unique mechanism—a button-setting ma- 
| chine—is being adopted by shoe manu- 
|facturers. In securing buttons to shoes 
| and other articles the ordinary practice 
js to. employ buttons provided with a 
' metal eye, and fastened in place to the 
material by means of a staple passed 
through the eye of the button and 
through the material and clinched upon 
the side opposite the button. By the 
‘use of the new machine all this work is 
| performed automatically. A magnet is 
rigidly secured upoa the frame, its legs 
| being parallel from the lower end of the 
| chute, down which the buttons, carrying 
the fasteners passed through. their eyes, 
slide by gravity; a rigid briage extends 
| across the lower opening of the chute. 
|The lower edges of the magnet are cut 
away to‘conform in shape with the out- 
side of the tops of the fasteners, the 
| bridge also conforming to the shape of 
the inside of the fasteners. The work is 
accomplished with great facility and in 
the most perfect manner. 





VottMeE or Liqevips.—The well-known 
| difficulty of obtaining the exact volume 
| of liquids by the ordinary means appears 
|to be met by a recent French invention. 
| This new pipette is formed in two parts, 
| one, the portion to contain the measured 

volume of fluid, being of the same shape 
‘as has been customary, but only large 
enough to hold the required quantify. 
| The second portion, which is the novel 
| feature of the instrument, consists of a 
| glass tube with a wide cylinder blowr on 
the end, which cylinder fits over the bulb 
of the pipette, a tight joint being made 
by grinding the two contact surfaces— 
a piece of rubber tubing with a pinch- 
cock and a fingerhole inthe side of the 
covering cylinder completing the device. 
| It is used by placing the finger over the 
| side hole, inserting the end of the bur- 
‘ette in the liquid, of which a special 
| quantity is to be measured, then drawing 
| with the mouth at the other end in the 
| usual way, until the fluid flows over the 
/end of the measuring portion into the 
cylindrical cover; the pinehcock is now 
closed, the pipette 
| into which the liquid has to be delivered, 
and air admitted through the fingerhole

Proof of this is readily 
secn by observation among people who 
bathe infrequently and insufficiently. A

‘good complexion is almost unknown 


among thm, and although improper 
food, and impure air do their share in 
muddying and thickening the skin its | 
unhealthy appearance is largely due to 
that clogging of the pores which pre- 
vents their carrying off as they should 
the waste matter of the system. The 
temperature of the bath is a mooted 
question; To some persous there is 
nothing more bracing and invigorating 
than a cold plunge, while others do not 
recover for hours from the chill such a 
bath gives. Certain physicians recom- 
mend,a very hot bath, and assert that it 
is as stimulating in its after effects as is 
the cold plunge and less likely to pro- 
duce ill effects. Nearly all unite in de- 
claring immersion in the tepid bath re- 
laxing and thus detrimental to health. 
The question is one that each bather 
must settle for herself. What suits one 
may be positively harmful to another. 
Certain it is that the hot or warm bath 
is more cleansing than cold water. The 
sudden chill of the latter closes the 
pores and prevents the escape of the 
effete matter itis the object of the bath 
to remove. ‘The woman who takes a 
cold plunge for its after effects should 
first sponge herself off in warm water 
and achieve cleanliness before she in- 
dulges herself in her ** bracer.” 
Whoever feels a chilly sensation after 
a warm plunge and experiences difficulty 
in regaining a normal temperature should 
try the experiment of sponging off with 
cold water when leaving the hot bath 
and see if the slight shock will not tone 
up-the skin and prevent any subsequent 
chill.

Rev. J, R. Graves, D. D.,. Dead. 

Rev. J. R. Graves, D. D,, died at 
his home near Memphis, Tenn., dur- 
ing the past wetk\ aged seventy-three 
years. -

The iife of 
this great man has been marked by 
singuiat ability, great indnstry and 
vrodiguous enterprise as a preacher, 
editor and author. Perhaps no man in 
the Baptist denomination, or in any 
other denomination, has done so much 
and and accomplished results upon the 
same lines as he.

sumed editorial conwvol of the Baptist, 


afterwards the Tennesssee Baptist, in 
Nashville, as far back as 1845. It was 
in Memphis before the war in that he 
founded the Baptist Pablication $ cie- 
ety and from which issued his first 
great work, ‘‘The Great Iron Wheel,” 
aud other preductions from himeelf 
and others of a kiadred Kterary char. 
acter.

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TRADE REVIEW. | 


Condition and General Outlook of 
The Prospects of the Country. 


R.G. Dun & Co.’s weekly review 
of trade says: Thetonein business 
circles has perceptibly improved. 
This is partly because th® banks have 
been rendered more hopeful of rn 
early financial settlement by the call- 
ing of an extra session of congress, 
partly because of some recovery ‘in 
prices from the sudden depression 
which followed the decision to close 
the India‘mines, and partly because 
crop prospects have certainly im- 
proved in spice of dismal reports from 
scme sections. On the whole, there 
has been little better distribution of 
goods to consumer, and perhaps the 
countermanding of orders given some 
months ago is not quite as frequent a3 
it was last ‘week. More hopeful 
symptoms are gladly noted, but while 
the causes of depression remain, it 
would be rash to calculate that difficul- 
ties will not reappear. Large sums ot 
mouey will be required to move the 
crops, and in the present state of the 
money markets some stringency is not 
improbable. : 

Business in Baltimore is very dull. 
Iron had another drop at Pittsburg. 
Though many furnaces are closing, @ 
reduction in cost is expected from 
wage seltlements. Cincinnati reports 
little improvements, with close money. 
At St. Louis trade is quiet, but collec- 
tions are fair, while banks are still 
inost cautions. Nashville and Knox- 
ville report better feeling, and Mont- 
gomery quiet trade. At Little Rock 
business is very dull, and av Augusta 
and Atlanta quiet, with money com- 
paratively easy. Galveston reports 
the situation fairly good in Texas, 
with fow failures and prospects of 
more thah an ayerage crop. The 
banks care for customers, but discour- 
age new loans. New Orleans notes 
no improvement, -with money tight 
and collections slow, but crop reports 
excellent, except in the overflowed 
sections. At Mobile the banks are 
more free. At Jacksonville trade is 
fair, but collections slow and the 
banks cautious; and at Charleston the 
tone improves, though money is tight. 
Trade in groceries is fair and other 
lines moderate. 

The market for pig iron and _ steel 
rails is very gloomy, rail makers hav- 
ing about reached the end of their or- 
ders, yet the consumption of pig bas 
been 350,000 tons larger for the half 
year than for the half year of 1892, 
stock being reduced 125,000 tons. 
Heavy contracts for iron have been 
made by agricultural implement 
works. Locomotive works were nev- 
er busier. Cramp and other ship 
yards are well employed. Hardware, 
stove and other special works are busy, 
with good prospects, and yet prices 
for pig are quiet demoralized by* 
southern pressure to sell, and in gen- 
eral, the prices of iron products are 
the lowest cver known. 

Money has grown easier, but it is 
still hard at most points to get accom- 
modations, as the banks are preparing 
for larger demanis., 

Foreign trade shows little change, 
exports boing much below last year’s, 
and imports quite Jarge. Stocks are 
dull and inactive, with some signs of 
more foreign disposition to buy, but 
prices are Only a fraction higher. 

The mercantile failures during _the 
week number 324 in the United State, 
against 158 last year, and 23 in Can- 
ada, against 18 last year.

The Condition of the Crops as Re 
ported by the Agricultural De- 
partment. 


" The condition of the crops during 
the past month is of very great impor- 
tance to enable the formation of an 
Opinion as to the aggregate yield. 
Commissioner of Agriculture H. D. 
Lane has just issued the monthly bul- 


letin of the deépartment for June, |. 


Which will te found of great interest. 
The tabies show the condition of the 
crops at all times during the month, 
but the following remarks give the 
footings and contains all the inforrs4- 
tion desired: 

The reports received at this depart- 
meuton the condition of growing 
crops are very diversified, but wheu 
it is remembered that the head of Al- 
abama lies'up against the mountains 
of Tennessee and her feet are bathed 
by the waters of the gulf, a distance 
of almost 400 miles, we can readily 
discover why the gondition of crops 
aie so varied. May inthe northern 
part of the state was cold and wet. 
These retarded both work and growth; 
therefore all crops in that portion of 
the state are snall and late. Crops in 
the central portion are further ad- 
vanced, and have reeeived better cul- 
ture, because there has been less rain, 
aud {he lands have a greater propor- 
tion of sand than ‘that known as the 
Tennessec valley. The crops in the 
prairie belt, which crosses the state 
from east to west, about 40 m in 
width, were seriously damaged by 
rains in May, and for ten days in 
June. The prairie soils retain mois- 
ture much longer than any other soils 
in the State, therefore excessive rains 
foraimonth have reduced the corn 
prospect 25 per cent; as cornis a 
plant that will not bear neglect when 
young. Almost all of the counties 
south of the prairie. belt have fair to 
good crops of corn. The condition of 
corn has declined 8 per cent since the 
April report. ° ' 

Prospects of the cotton crop are 
unpromising. There has been too 
mucli rain in the prairie Delt, which is 
the great cotton producing section of 
ihe state. The plants are in the grass 
and small. The condition contrasted 
with the same period of last year is 
12 per cent under, but the acreage 
being 6 per cent greater this season, 
will leave the condition of the present 
crop about 94 per ceut compared with 
last year. 

The yield or wheat per acre in tha 
northern part of the; state is largely 
above an average. 

The oat crop in 
aplendid, exceeding any yield in a de- 
cade. 

The Ivish potato crop in. some por- 
tions-of the state is wonderful for 
quality and size. 

The sweet potato setting is about 
the usual acreage, but it is yet too 
early to form an ideaiof the coming 
yield. : 

The hay crop is larger aan usual, 
and is generally saved in good condi- 
tion. 

Sugar cane and sorghuin crops con- 
siderably in excess of any season for 
a number of years. 

Tobacco is being tested 1: more 
counties this season than last. 

Hogs are more numerous a: « 
ter condition than at’ any period 
fifteen years, and cholera is only re. 
ported in two counties. There will be 
an increase of pork from 25 to 40 per 
cent this fall over last year. 

Rut little progress has been made 
with beef cattle and milk ‘cows . over 
the. state. 

There has been an increase o 
sheep, but as usual the farmers 
complain of the depredations of the 
dogs, 

Horses and mules’ are on the in- 
crease, and there are pow more 
colts ju the state than at any former 
year. 

Peaches, 
were so universally promising about 
two mouths since, have declined, 
some are rotting and trees dying from 
blight.

Over-Production of Money. _ 

The Washington correspondent of 
the New York J/era/d has made inves- 
tigations and publishes figures to show 
that there has been an over-production 
of money. He says that since 1878, 
under the Bland-Allison and Sherman 
laws, $419,294,885 in silver coin has 
been issued. This, he says, is ‘‘more 
than fifty times as much as was coined 
during a previous period of eighty-one 
years.” When we remember that 
during the eighty-one years we had 
free coinage, and during the fourteen 
years limited coinage, the correspond- 
ent’s yarn sounds mighty curious. 
The yarnist further says that there are 
124,292,532 fine ounces of silver bull- 
ion stored away in the government 
vaults. At the market price of silver 
to-day there has been a loss of $10,- 
888,530 on the bullion stored. :

To avoid the danger of fire, 
these pans should be set on bricks, or 
in other and larger pans filled with 
water or with sand. After pouringa 


little alcohol on thesulphur and prop-_ 


erly placing the pans about the room, 
the furthest from the door of exit 
should be lighted first; the others in 
order. The operator will need to 
move quickly, for no one can breathe 
sulphurous flames with safety. After 
‘losing the door, the cracks arodnd it 
should be. pasted up, a8 was done 
witbin the room Six hours 
at least js generally necessary to 
fumigate a room properly; at the end 
of that time It may be entered .and 
the windows opened; an‘! they should 
be left open as Jong as is convenient, 
even fora week If porsible. After 
fumigation, a thorough process of 
cleansing should be instituted. At 
least the walls and c@liing should be 
rubbed dry; much the letter way is 
to whitewash and respaper. The floor 
and the woodwork and the furniture 
should be scrubbed witha solution of 
earbolic acid or some other disin- 
fectant.

The marriage of the Puke of York (Prince 
George of Wales) and Princess Victoria Mary

| London. The wedding was a brilliant function 
| and was aitended by a large gathering ofthe 


members of the British royal family, Con- 
tinental aovereigns or their representatives 
and selected members of the highest no- 
bility, The weather was beautiful, for a 
finer day bas seldom been seen in London. 

The oeeasion was made a partial British 
holiday. Great crowds gathered many deep 
along the lines of the route from Buckingham 
Palace, up Coustitution Hill, through Picea- 
dilly, St. James's street and Marlborough, 
Gate tothe garden entrance to St. James's 
Palace, which is situated on the north side of 
thé Mall, The decorations along the line of 
the royal procession were profuse. The road- 
way Was kept open by the Household troops 
in their glittering uniforms, by the regular 
guards, by the Metropolitan Volunteer: and 
militia, by Middlesex Yeomanry and by the 
police, It fs estimated that there were at 
least. 1,000,000 spsetators in the streets 
throuch which the procession moved. Many 
fainted in the crush and “had to be taken to 
hospitals, 

The royal party left Buskingham Palace in 
four processions, the first conveying the 
members of the household and distinguished 
guests, . The next procession included the 
Duke of York, the Prince of Wales and the 
Duke of Edinburgh.

HER NORTHERN VOYAGE. 


The Bold Arctic Explorer, Accom- 
panied by His Wife, Sails Away 
From Brooklyn om His Second 
Attempt to Solve the Mystery of 
the North Pole. 


After laying in New York Harbor for three 
days Lieutenant Peary's Arctic ship, the Fal- 
con, cast off her moorings and backed off 
into the middie of the East River from the 
foot of Dock street, Brooklyn, bound for the 
North Pole. There were fully 200 people on 


Excursicn Dock, just under the east pier of 
the big bridge, asthe whaler moved away, and 
they all raised their hats and cheered the 
brave little craft that is to take an American 
expedition to the nearest navigable point to

the North Pole. The Falcon was decked 
with bunting from head to foot, and Lieu- 
tepant Peary’s — flag hung from the 
taffrail.

Condition ana Genral Oatlook of 
The Prospects of the Country. 


R. G. Dun & Co’s weekly review of 
traid says: There is a some what bel- 
ter tone in business, because the mon- 
ey markets are litle le-s stringent. 
But it cannot be said as yet, that there 
is auy distinct improvement. Iu ev- 
ery direction unusual conservatism 
prevails; orders are relatively small, 
the volume of business is resiricte | 
and wailing policy rn'es. New York 
banks have received some money from 
the interior, but ate not yet clear 
that itis best to retire the clearing 
house certificates beacause there is said 
to be a weakuess which may yet re- 
quire liberal «x'ension of eredit, 
Ojher cities have diawn less from 
New York because their business is 
restricted. Seme gold has come al- 
ready from abroad aml more is ex- 
pected within the next week bat the 
exports of products «lo not increase as 


Fimuch as bas been expected. 


Trade at' St. Louisis very satigfacto- 
ry with good orders fur the fali, and 
business is ahead of the average for 
the season. Louisville reports easicr 
money aud business fair in volume: 
at Nashville trade is quict and fair, 
and at Montgomery improving. At 
Columbus trade is fair with collections 
unimproved, and at Atiauia satisfac- 
tory in volume, but coliections are 
very slow. ‘Trade is dull at Augusta, 
though crop prospects are good, aud 
at Mobile crop prospects are fair and 
trade satisfactory. Jacksouviile re- 
poits country busting small and. col- 
lections slow, and at Charleston the 
dry goods trade is fur and money 
easier, but collections very slow. At 
New Orleans litte improvement is 
scen, aud moncy is very tight, but a 
better feeling prevails, ‘for crop pros 
pects are bright. . 

The decrease of nearly 20,000 - tons 
in the weekly output of pig iron is 
not unexpected at this season, nor is it 
an unfavorable symptom. ~ Unsold 
stock have decreased 10,000 tons, but 
the markets are dull and concessions 
common.

$12,812,610 against $15,979,759 last 
year. . In June the exports of bread- 
stuffs, provisions, cotton, oil and cat- 
tle amounted to $39,705,961 in valae 
againet $42,792,200 for the same 
month last year with a noteworthy 
discrease in the quantitics of most pro- 
ducts though in wheat and ail the less 
in value is due to the fall in prices, 

Failures during the past week were 
$74 in the United States against 168 
last year for the same week and in 
‘Canada 25, against 22-lu-t year.

On the first of January, 1890, the 
total indebtness hanging over the 
farms and homes of the State was 
$45,402,845.

The total 
crop is estimated at about 8,000 cars, 
and at $60 a car this is nearly half < 
million dollars. Besides. Southwest 
Georgia is @rowing grapes’and pears 
and other things besides cotton. 

The bulk of the crop went West 
this year, thongh large quantities were 
carried through to the North. 
ern ports. Sanitary regulations and 
the requirement of prepayment of 
freight by the Northern railroads ten- 
ded to decrease the traffic in this di- 
rection. The Western railroads 
seemed more willing to handle the 


, fruit without requiring prepayment. 


The crop’ in upper Georgia and 
South Carolina is now going to mar- 
ket and will soon have the field undis- 
puted. A very fine meion is raised 
in the middle section ot the State, but 
its late arrival in the market prevents 
its production froin becoming very 
profitable.

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TRADE REVIEW. ' 


Condition and General Ontlook of 
The Prcspects of the Country. 

R. G. Dun & Co's weekivy review 
of trade says: 

This week the country has withstooc 
surpricingly well an extraor linary” 
strain. The failure of man’ banks 
and firms, of a great iron syndicate 
and other companies, the remarkable 
fall in stocks and the closing of some 
important manufacturing  establish- 
ments, have come in spite of rea! relax- 
ation in castern and some western and 
southern money markets. The Den- 
ver banks were overthrown largely by 
the crazy unwisdom of the pople, and 
several iu Kansas have gone down, 
but in most cities the statements Fast 
published show the banks iv a healthy 
condition, and there has since been 
noticed more readiness tu extend ac. 
commodation. The great depression 
in stocks came at atime when easier 
money, some return Of currency from 
the interior and the beginning cf gold 
inmports from Europe made many 
hopeful. The closing of mauy mann- 
facturing establishments is the ineyit- 
able resuit of the great shrinkage in 
orders for some time past and the un- 

certainty regarding the departments 

also contributed to check reviving 
hopes. Under all conditions it is as- 
tonishing that business has been so 
well maintained with so little evidence 
of unsounduess. Even while cotton 
and woolen mills were working over 
tine on past orders, scantiness of new 
orders were noticed and great feequen- 
cy of cancellations. Close observers 
also saw evidence of decreasing distri- 
bution to consumers, so’ that dealers 
were ieft with part of their stocks un- 
sold, aud Wholesale dealers foun | joss 
encouragement to buy. Steady in- 
crease ia this state ot things has 
brought -such well-known mills as 
Amoskeag cotton and) Clater’ wovlen 
and many other textile aud shoe works 
to stop Operations for the time, until 
the prospects is clearer. 

In dry goods cancellations are still 
humerous. Sales of mev’s woolens 
are not commensurate with stocks pre- 
pared, and orders are small and main- 
ly for low grade goods. Som: im. 
provements is seen in dress goods, 
bnt cottons are dull and) print ¢loths 
and brown goods lower. 

Stagnation in iron closes some mag- 
netite mines in this state and New 
Jereey, and most of the mines in. 
Michigan, so that the lake region has 
never been more depressed. Cuke is 
moving downward, pig iroy is inac- 
tive, and though deaiings in bar and 
structural products arc somewhat lar- 
ger, prices are the lowest ever known. 
Western iron interest fails as yet to 
agree with men about wages, and 
more works are suspending operation. 

Baltimore notes some improvement 
in dry goods and active (rade in fruits 
aud vegetables, -An easicr feeling 
prevails at Pittsburg in iron, the glass 
works being closed for the summer.

OURIOUS AFRICAN WEIGHTS. 


How Gold is Weighed in the Dark 
Continent. 


Money used by natives in Occidental 
Soudan consists of small univalve white 
shells called cauries, derived from the 
Maldives and uedives islands, 
and also from Zanzibar. For several 
centuries past, ships have brought to the 
mouth of the Niger or to the Guinea 
coast, as far as Liberia, entire cargoes of 
these shells, the value of which runs 
from 12 cents to40 cents per thousand, 
according to the part of Africa. Cauries 
are only used in countries where gold is 
scarce. In the whole area between Kong, 
Bondouka and the sea, cauries are not 
used; natives settle their purchases with 
gold dust or nuggets. 

To weigh the gold they use as cur- 
rency, they employ small copper scales. 
Weights are extremely varied in shapes 
and sizes. Most of them are in brass. | 
The weights -exhibiting human figures, 
animals, tool’, ludicrous scenes, etc., as | 
reproduced here ate modeled with wax 
and cast -in brass through the cire 

rdue process. - Africans may have 
earned this process from Europeans who 
visited their country; but their art ex- 
hibits a naive character thoroughly sui 
generis. These vlack artists have evi- 
dently reproduced what they saw or 
imagined, and they have done it in @ 
suyle of their own; their works dre 
peculiarly humorous and fanciful. 

Each native, who has a pair of scales, 
has also special weights which he alone 
understands how to use. He knows, 
fot instunce, that a gitaffe weighs one or 
two mitkals of gold; that such a weight 
in the shape of a bird represents 4 or ¢ 
mitkal of gold, ete. 

There are no uniform sets of weights; 
consequently each native is obliged to 
heve his own series. When the purchaser 
has weighed the gold he must give for 
certain merchandise, the vendor weighs 
it in his turf to see whether it is correct. 
The unity of weight in the whole Sou- 
dan, is the barifiri, which corresponds to 
eighteen grammes. Eae. barifiri is 
worth fourteen mitkals. Admitting the 
value of gold in Europe to-be three 
francs per gramme, we find that a barifiri 
is equal to fifty-four francs’ worth of 
gold, and a mitkal thirteen francs, fifty 
centimes. Each mitkal is divided into 
twenty-seven banans (the baaan is a 
bomboy seed); each banun is worth fifty 
centimes. A mitkal of gold « ay-also be 
weighed with fifty-four grains of vegetal 
coral;-these tiny grains, red like coral 
with a black spot, are the fruit of a kind 
of convolvulus. There are special weights 
to weigh one-half. mitkal, one-third or 
two-thirds mitkijl./ The smaliest weight 
{s called pours it is formed of one 
and a half grains of rice not decorticat- 
ed. Gold powder is carried in quills 
stopped up with a wooden cork wrappe 
in a piece of linen.—[The Jewelers’ Cir- 
cular,

The “Hair Ball.” 


The ball which is frequently found in 
the stomachs of ruminating avimals is 
called by writers on veterinary subjects 
a “hair ball.” It is occasioned by the 
hairs getting into the cow's stomach, 
either by licking herself or other ani- 
mals (her eaif, etc.). These hairs form 
around some nucleus of food or othef 
matter and grow by deposit of matter 
around them after they are once formed. 
The balls are composed of hair, earthy 
matter and food; sometimes they are 
partly composed of some calcareous sub- 
stance. ‘They are ciassed by some 
writers among the ‘‘calculi” similar to 
those found in human beings. These 
“concretions,” as they are sometimes 
called, are found in many parts of the. 
human body. In lower animals their 
composition is very variable, some con- 
sisting of the same ingredients as are 
found in those of men. No use can be 
assigned to their formation, and they 
are surely more harmful than usefyl.—

-was the Almanach des Gourmands, es-

Proposing amendments to section 2,

Section 1, Boit resolved by the sene 
ate and house of representatives of thie 
state of Alabama, in general assembiv 
convened, that the following proposed 
amendment to the constitution of the 
state of Alabama be submitted sto the 
people of said state for theic consilers 
for = Feprewumacen —.

George W. Becker, of Dover town- 
ship, exhibits a number of coins which 
‘he found in the Congwage Mountains. 

They 
arc all brass except one, which is com- 
posed of nickel or lead. Five of the 
coins are about the size of a twenty- 
dollar gold piece, while the balance are 
the size of acent. They are all round 
except one of the large ones, which is 
eight-cornered. On one side of the 
large coins are the English letters ‘‘N, 
P, V, A,” and the figures ‘‘8” and t'728,” 
the former at the top and the latter at 
the bottom of the coin.

THE MESSAGE. 
President Cleviand Reviews the Sit- 
uation and Recommends tho. 
Prompt Repeal of tne 
Sherman Act, 


Wasuineton, Aug. 8.—The follow- 
ing is the President’s message, which 
was sent to both houses of Congress 
today: 

To the Congress of the Uniied States: 

The exisience of an alarming and 
extraordinary business situation, in- 
volving the welfare and prosperity of 
all oar people has constrained me to 
call together in extra session the peo- 
ple’s representatives, in Congress, to 
the end that through a wise aud pa. 
triotic exercise of the legislative daty 


dangers threatening the future may be 
avoided. 
Our unfortunate financial plight is 
not the result of untoward events, nor 
of conditions related to our natural 
resources, nor is it traceable to anv of 
the :flictions which frequently check 
national growth and prosperity ; with 
plenteous crops, with abundant prom. 
ise of remuuerative production, and 
manufacture, Wilh unusual invitation 
to safe investment and with eatisfac- 
tory assurance to businese enterprixe, 
suddenly financial distrust and fear 
have sprung up on every side. 
Numerous moneyed institutions 
have suspended because abundant as- 
sets were not immediately available to 
meet the demands of frightened de- 
positors. Surviving corporations and 
individuals | are’ content -to keep in 
hand the money they are usually anx- 
ious to loan, and those engaged in lv- 
gitimate business are surprised to find 
that the securities they offer for loans, 
though beretofore satisfactory, are no 
fonger accepted, 
Values supposed to be fixed are fast 
becoming conjectural and loss and 
failure have invaded every branch of 
business. I believe these ‘things are 
principally 
CHARGEABLE TO CONGRESSIONAL LEGIS- 
‘LATION 


Touching the purchase and coinage 
of silver by the general government. 
Thia legislation is empodied in a stat- 
ute passed onthe 14th day of July, 
1890, which was the culmination of 
much agitation on the subject involved, 
and which may be considered a truce 
after a long struggle, between the ad- 
vocates of free silver coinage and 
those intended to be more conserva- 
tive, 

Undoubtedly the monthly pur- 
chases by the Government of four 
million and five hundred thousand 
ounces of silver enforced under that 
statute were regarded by those inter- 
ested in silver production as a certain 
guaranty of its increase in price. 

The result, however, has been en- 
tirely different, for immediately fol- 
lowing a spasmodic and sliy ht mse the 
price of silver began to fall after the 
passage of the act, and has sinc& 
reached the lowest point ever known. 


newed and persistent effort in the di- 
rection of free silver coinage. Mean- 
while not only are, 

THE EVIL EFFECTS 
of the operation of the present Jaw 
constantly accumulating, bat the re- 
sult to which its execution must inev- 
itably ead, is becoming palpable to all 
who give the least heed to - financial 
subjects. This Jaw provides that in 
payment for the 4,500,000 ounces of 
ailver bullion, which the Secretary of 
Treasury is commanded to purchase 
month!y, there shall be issued treasury 
notes redeemable on demand in gold 
or silver coin at the discretion of the 
Secretary of the Treasury, and the 
said notes may be reissued. 

It is, however, declared in the act 
to be “the established policy of the 
United States to maintain the two met- 
als on a parity with each other nyou 
the present legal ratio or such ratio as 
may, le provided by law.” This dec- 
laration so controls the action of the 
Secretary of the ‘Treasury as to pre- 
vent his exercising the discretion nom- 
inally invested in him. If, by such ac 
tion, the 

PARITY BFTWEEN GOLD AND SILVER 
may be disturbed, manifestly a refu- 
sal by the Secretary to pay these treas- 
ury notes in, gold, if demanded would 
necessarily result in their discredit, 
and depreciations.as obligations pay- 
able only in silver, and would destroy 
the parity between the two metals by 
estab!ishing a discrimination in favor 
of geld. 

Up to the 15th day of July, 1893, 
these notes had © been issued in. pay- 
ment of siiver bullion purchases. to 
the sm vunt of more than one hundred 
and fosty seven inillion doliars, while 
all but avery email quantity of this 
bullion remains uncoined and without 
usefulness in the treasury. Many of 
the notes given in ite purchase have 
been paid iu gold. 

This is illustrated by the statement 
that between the first day of May 


1892; and the 15th day of July 1893, 


the nm tes of this kind issued in pay- 
ment fur silver bullion, amounted to 
lithe more than $54,000,000, and that 
during the same period about $49,- 
000,000 were paid by the Treasury 
in gold for the redemption of: sach 
notes.

The disappointing result has led re-. 


stock. That the opportunity we have 
Offered has not been neglected, is 
shown by the large amounts ot gold 
which have been :ecently drawn from 
our Treasury and éxported to increase 
the financial strength of foreign na- 
tions. 

THE EXCESS OF EXPORTS OF GOLD 
over its imports for the year ending 
June 30, 1893, amounted to more thau 
eighty-seven and a half millions of 
dollars. Between the first day ol 
Jaly, 1890, and the 15th day of July, 
1893, the gold coin gud bullion in our 
Treasury decre more than ope 
hundred and thirty-two millions 01 
doilars, while during the same period 
the silver coin aud bullion in the 
treasury increased more than one 
hundred and forty-seven millions of 
dollars. 

Unless Government bonds are to he 
constantly issued and sold to replenisli 
our exhausted gold only to be again 
exhausted, it is apparant that the op 
eration of the silver purchase law now 
in force leads in the direction of the 
entire substitution or silver for the 
gold in the Government Treasury, and 
that this must be followed by the pay- 
ment of all Government obligations 
in depreciated silver. At this stage, 
gold and silver must part company 
and the Government must fail in ite 
established policy to maintain the two 
meialé on a parity with each other. 

Given over to the exclusive use ofa 
currency greatly depreciated accord. 
ing to the standard of the commercial 
world, we could no longer claim a 
place among the ations of the first- 
class, nor could our Government claim 
& performance of its obligations sc 
far as such an obligation has been im- 
posed spon it, to provide for the use

BEST AND SAFKST MONEY. 


If, as many of its friends claim, sil- 
ver ought to occupy a larger place in 
our currency and the currency of the 
world, through general international 
co-operation and agreement, it is ob- 
vious the United States will not be in 
& position to gain a hearing in favor 
of such an arrangement, so long as 
we are willing to continue our attempt 
to accomplish the result single-handed. 
The knowledgé in business circles 
among our own people that our own 
Government cannot make its fiat equiv: 
olent to intrinsic value, nor keep iufe- 
rior money on @ parity with superior 
money by its own independent efforts, 
has resulted in such a lack ot conf- 
dence at home in the stability of cur 
rency values that capital refuses ite 
aid to new enterprises, while millions 
are actually withdrawn from tho chan- 
nele of trade rmmerce to hecome 
idle and unproductive in the hands of 
timid owners. — 

Foreign investors equally alert, not 
only decline to purchase American se- 
curities, but make haste to sacrifice 
those which they already have. 


It does not meet the situation, to. 


say that apprehension in regard to the 
future of our finances is groundless 
and that there is no reason for lack of 
confidence in- the purposes or power 
of the Government in the. premises. 


THE VERY EXISTENCE 


of this apprehension aud lack of con- 
fidence, however caused, is a menace 
which ought not fora moment to be 
disregarded, Fossipt y if the under- 
taking we haye in ‘hand were the 
maintenance of a specific known quau- 
tity of silver at a parity with gold,our 
ability to do so might be estimated and 
gauged, and perhaps, in view of our 
unpayalelled growth and resources 
might be favorably passed upon. But 
when our every endeavor is to main. 
tain such a parity in regard to ap 
amouut Of silver Increasing at the rate 
of $50,000,000 yearly, with no fixed 
termination to such an-~ increase, il 
can hardly be.said that a problem is 
presented whose solution is free from 
doubt. 


The people of the United States are |. 


entitled to a sound and stable curren- 
cy, and te money recognized as such 
on every exchange and in every mar- 
ket of the world. This Government 
has no right to injure them by 
FINANCIAL EXPERIMENTS, 

opposed to the policy and practice of 
other civilized States. nor is it iusti- 
fied in permitting an exaggerated and 
unreasonable retiance on cur National 
strength and ability . to jeopardize the 
soundness of the people’s money. This 
matter rises far shove tbe viane of 
party politics. 

It vitally concerus aE business 
and calling, and ents ery house- 
hold in the land. There is one im- 
portant aspect on the subject, which 
especiaily should never be overlooked. 
Attimes like the present, when the 
evils of unsound fiuauces threaten us, 
the speculator may, anticipate a har- 
vest gathered from the misfertunes of 
others; the capitalist may protect him- 
self by hoarding, or may find profit 
in the fluctuation of values, but the 
wage earner, tbe first to be injured by 
a depreciated curreacy, and the last to 
receive the benefit of its correction, is 
practically defenceless. He relies for 
wok upon the ventures of confident 
and contented capital, This failing, 
his condition- is without alleviation,

that such relief as Congress can afford 
in the existing situation be afforded at 
once. The maxim ‘‘he gives twice 
who gives quickly” is directly appli- 
cable, It may be true that the embar- 
rassments from which the business of 
the country is suffering arises as mach 
from evils apprehended as from those 
actually existing; we may hope, too, 
that calm counsels will prevail, and 
that neither the capitalist nor the wage 
earners will give way to unreasoning 
pauic and sacrifice their property or 
their interests under the influence of 
exaggerated fears.

Yellew Fever. 

A few days since Sargeon-General 
Wyman notified Dr. H. T. luge, presi- 
dent of the quarantine board of Mo- 
bile bay, that the british barkentine 
Glenora, Captain Merrie, which had 
sailed frou’ Havana for Mobile, had 
yellow fever on 
board while in the harbor of Havana, 
The health suthorities consequeatly 
kept a sharp lookout for the vessel, 
which; on its arrival was immediately 
ordered into quarantine. 

Dr. George Fowler's inspection dis- 
closed that she was still infested, one 
of the crew having died at sea, and 
there were two cases of sickness on 
board. The man who died at sea had 
yellow fever, and the sick men were 
suffering with the same disease. They 
were trasferred to the quarintine hos- 
pital for treatment. The vessel was 
moved to the quarantine docks and is 
now undergoing fumigation. 

The Glenora will be kept: at the 
docks until all danger from the disease 
has disappeared. Dr. Inge will detail 


another physician to assist Dr. Fowl- - 


er, so that while he attends to the sick 
in the hospital the other physician will 
board all vessels, thus preventing any 
contact with the aisease.

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A STRIKING FEATURE OF THE 
WORLD'S FAIR.

Wonderful Exhibits Brought from the 
Bowels of the Earth—Gold, Silver 
and Precious Stones. 


The two daysspent in the Mining Build- 
ing havo been a visit to a land of glory 
of Whose grandeur I had never dreamed. 
I have seen crystals aod diamonds, gar: 
nets and sapphires, jasper and chalce- 
dony, opals and amethysts, rubies aud 
amber, emeralds and agates in glorious 
profusion; gold and silver, iron and 
aluminum, ead and platinum, copper 
and zinc, slabs of onyx and moss agates, 
petrified trees, coal and coa: fossils, and 
every other imaginable thing that is 
found in the bosom of the earth. I doubt 
if any branch of the Fair is ag complete 
as this. Everything in the line of ma- 
chinery-used in mihing, from a miner's 
lamp uptoa miniature coal mine in actual 
operation, may be seen’ I cannot give a 
complete description of any particular 
part, but must content myself with de- 
scribiug a few of the most striking fva- 
tures. 

Mexico has the richest, the most exten- 
sive and the most varied exhibit in the 
Department of Mines. No other coun- 
try comes to the fair with a new marble, 
the most beautiful the world has ever 
seen. Discovered scarcely a year ago it 
is destined to become.as noted an article 
in interior and monumental decoration 
asthe world-famed Mexican onyx now 
is. It presents the appearance of num- 
bers of little rosebuds imbedded in lime- 
stone. The rosebuds are sitaply beauti 
ful garnets imbedded in limestone. But 
carbouaté of limeand garnets are not the 
ouly minerals in this marble. Vesuvian- 
ite andl WaHastonite are each present. 
“The tirst is oceuring in its rich sulphur, 
the secoud in traces of light blue, pro- 
Juciay thusa most beautiful combibation. 
Great difficulty was at lirst experienced 
in polishing this marble. The substance 
and treatmeut required to dress the lime- 
stone woukl not finish thé garnets and 
those required to - finish the garnets 
would not glaze the limestone, A union 
of the pdélishing sabstauces was tried 
and pw satisfactory finish was’ given the 
beautiful. : 

The onyx displayed is the most beauti- 
ful. Did you ever know that the so- 
called Mexican onyx is not in reality an 
onyx? On the gallery of the Mining 
Building there is a display of real onyx 
from Lower California, It is very beau- 
tiful Lut cannot compare with the so- 
called Mexican onyx. ‘This last only re- 
sembles onyx, aud has consequently been 
so-called. In reality Mexican onyx is a 
marble, In the days when. Aztec civili- 
zation filled Mexico's valleys and dotted 
her hilis with temples to its deities, the 
architects and artists found in this niateri- 
al their .chief agent for structure «nd 
decoration. The temples were called 
“'Teocali.” The Indians corrupted this 
term to ‘*Tecali” and applied it to the 
material used in constructing their Teo- 
cals. Christian civilization seized on it 
for altar and baptismal font. In the days 
of Cortez this was the use to which it 
was put whenever it could be obtained. 
i saw some samples of it that were 
streaked and vohwad with luminous red, 
brilliant green in a semi-transparent ivory 
tinted body. And the silver! Silver in 
all conditions, in all stages of purity. 
None of it so interested me, however, as 
a species called Ruby Silver. The men 
who work the mine from which this sil- 
ver comes are covered from head to foot 
as though they had smeared them- 
se.ves with raspberries. This mine 
I was told is situated near Du- 
rango, Mexico. ‘The display of opals 
is notably interesting. ~The rare and 
gleaming variety with a play of colors 
like the yellow and red of flames is to 
be seen. This, 1 think, is commonly | 
called fire-opal. 'Theso opals are gath- 
ered by the Indians who in a day polish 
between 20 and 30 of them. The proc- 
ess is very simple. A rapidly ci shoe 
wheel does the work and _ the brilliancy 
and size of the stone determines. its 
value, When looking at this display, 
Teould not help recalling the Senator 
Nonius who preferred exile to parting 
with an opal which Mare Antony de- 
sired. It was of great value, being 
worth, if I remember aright, $400,009 or 
$500,000. Mexico displays almost every 
vatiety of useful minerals, from gold 
and mercury downto coal and salt, 
from jewels and silver down to fire clay 
and petroleum. 

Cape Colony 
display of diamonds and crocido- 
lite, This last is the name the 
mineralogist has pasted to it. but in good 
plain English we call it ‘ tiger-eye ” 
Quite a crowd are usually gathered 
about the Cape. Colony exhibit during 
the hours when they are washing and 
polishing diamonds. A complete set of 
machinery is working, drawing up the 
ugly looking, yet valuable, mud. Before

Each State 
has its own exhibit. These vary in 
interest, wealth and utility.

They show the 
various conditions in which gold is| 
found. A beautiful variety of cloudy | 
is to be seen in California’s dis-' 
play. Intint it is mucl like the pale | 
blue smoke rising from some hunter's | 
cabin, that you so frequently see in pic- | 
tures. The chief feature of Wyoming’s 
display is a natfiral soda used in making 
glass. South Dakota brings forth a rich 
showing of petrified woods, while Mon- 
tana claims to have produced more cop- 
per during the past year than all the 
rest of the United States | together.

A very instructive feature in the Oregon 
display is the ‘‘Hydraulic Placer Min- 
ing.” The simplicity of themethod for 
getting the gold dust recommends itself, 
On the side of the hill a channel is built. 
rather a wooden trough. In this trough 
at every few feet a cross-section is built. 
A pump ie set so-as to wash away the 
sand and gravel from the side of the hill 
into the trough. A sufficient inclination 
is given to the trough so that the stream 
may carry along with it the sand and 
gravel, The gold dust being quite 
heavy falls to the bottom and is caught 
by the cross-sections. That which es- 
capes the first cross-section is in all prob- 
ability caught by the second, and go on. 
The sand and gravel being themselves 
eventually caught are washed aod re- 
washed natil every particle of gold they 
contain is set free. 

New South Wales, 
has the most. extensive display, 
one feattre of which is «a magni- 
ficent showing of tin and alluvial gold. 
A nugget of gold in quartz isshown that 
is worth about $6,000, It is irregular in 
shape, and its largest measurement is 
about 6 inches by 8 inches, weighing 
344.78 ounces. It contains 313.0973 ozs. 
virgin gold, It is known as the Borg 
land Bar.” Iwas much interested in 
the size of this nugget, and wondered 


what was the value of the largest nugget _ 


that had ever been found. My curiosity 
was satisfied when I reached the gallery 
of the Mining Building. I there came 
upon a case in which were displayed 
fac similes of the world-noted nuggets. 


There were about twenty in all.' Each- 


had been named. The largest is a huge- 
looking fellow about 18 inches long. I 
is known asthe ‘‘Welcome.” It weighed 
some 2,166 ounces and was worth $41,883. 

In the gallery the collection of 
rocks from Ward’s Seience Mu- 
seum, Rochester, N. Y., is ta 
be seen. This collection, I think, is the 
largest in the world. Its full extent is 
not appreciated because for some reason 
or another it had been divided. -One 
part appears at the northwest, the other 
at the southeast end of the gallery. 
Rocks of all kinds imaginable A unim- 
aginable are assorted and displayed. 
‘They may be seen in every conceivable 
shape, smooth as ivory or twisted up like 
a Concha shell. They come from all 
parts of the earth—from the mountain 
peaks and deepest mines and caverns, 
from the shores of Iceland and the 
Sahara’s plain. Even starland has been 
taxed for specimens, as the display of 
meteoric rocks can testify. 

An industrious collector of crystals, A.- 


B. Crim, Mddleville, N. Y., makes a, 
He sets be-, 


most charming display. 
fore the world a case of dew drops. 
Fascinated vy the beauty of the com- 
mon quartz crystal he has gathered some 
14,000 of these glistening bits. He dis- 
plays them to advantage in an octagonal 
case, aud by a card therein inform’ you 
that not one has been polished. Their 
brightness is nature's gift. In a little 


tube about nine inches long he keeps the | 


smaller ones. They are about the size of 
a pin’s head, Some are much smaller. 
One thousand are ia that tube. They

hen’s egg. The beauty of this mass of 
gleaming treasures—this case of dew 
drops that will never fade—will be ap- 
preciated only by looking on them and 
noting the fact that each of these 14,000 
crystals is flawless, without fleck, with- 
out scratch, Lcannot conclude without 
noting the magnificent display of amber 
to be seen in the German mining exhibit 
in the Gallery. I think I have looked 
on every object ip“this building, and I 
believe that I may assert that Germany 
is the only one making a display of this 
substance. , 

This exhibit is arranged in most or- 
derly manuer—evéry shape and condi- 
tion of the gum to ‘be seen. They show 
it raw and melted, oily and clear. Pieoes 
as large as your two fists that were evi- 


‘dently of one exudation are exposed. 


The generality of this display is of a 
wine yellow tint. Many pieces are shown 
wherein insects and twigs, leaves and 
tiny pebbles are encased. In every in- 
stance they are in a most perfect state of 
preservation. —{Correspondence of The 
Tablet.

Bites and Stings. 

The stings of insects are not usu- 
ally serious, yet there hav’ been 
cases where severe cases of poisoning 
ensued even from mosquito bites. 
They are nful enough;>however, 
and a knowledge of simple and readily 
available remedies is very desirable. 
In all cases, whether of mosquito 
bites or the stings of bees or hornets, 
an immediate application of cologne 
water, ammonia or camphor will give 
immediate relief, unless the sting re- 
mains in the skin. In such a case, 
the sting should be pulled out with 


delicate forceps, or it can be fe. 


moved, though somewhat clumsily, 
by the pressure of the two thumb 
nails on opposite sides of it. The 
presence of a bee’s or a wasp’s sting 
in the wound is not dangerous, as has 
teen popularly supposed. It will, 
however, greatly aggavate tbe sore- 
nesa, and it generates offensive mat- 
ter, which is especially disagreeable. 
The sting remaining in the wound is 
easily discernable, as a black spot in 
the center of inflammation.—New 
York Tribune. 
How to Learn a Language. 

The new way and the true way tq 
learn a language is undoubtedly that 
devised by M. Gouin, a Frenchman. 
Briefly, it is by sound, just asa child 
learns its mother tongue. No printed 
words, books, or writing are allowed. 
‘A sound or word is repeated over and 
again in the pupil’s hearing till he 
masters it and can recognize and 
speak it himself at any time. Ges- 
tures represénting actions are made, 
and the names and description of the 
act given in conversation, very sim- 
ple at first, then more complicated. 
Each sound, each word describing 
the action, is imprinted lastingly on 
the pupil’s memory by the sound; 
always by the sound. The moment 
he hears it be knows what it means 
and can make it. After he has mas- 
tered all the language necessary to 
enable him to use the common speech 
of a country he is allowed to learn ta 
read it. The claim of M. Gouin that 
by this sound method a language can 
be learned so as to be spoken with 
ease in six months has been fully 
sustained by experiment.

A GOTHAM CALAMITY HOWLER. 

The New York Jimes, likeall papers 
published in Gotham, has been clamor- 
ing for the repeal of tha Sherman law 
and declared that nothing else was 
necdcd. -Since the thin crust has been 
crushed, the Times evidently secs 
where we are at. Recently it cou 
tained an editorial more thana column 
long on ‘‘The Business Outlook.” 
Little or nothing is said about the 
Sherman bill. That old  soreback. 
fraud seems to have been laid on the 
shelf. The editorial on the business 
outlook surpasses anvthine ever dane 
by us along the calamity howling line. 

The 7imes first describes the panic 
of 1884. It declares that money was 
harder to get, rates of interest higher 
than at any time during the past two 
months. But soon after the panic was 
over (it was artificial) money began to 
accumulate in the banks rapidly. On 
the first of July, less than two months 
after the panic subsided, the banks re- 


_ported a reserve fund of $16,000,000. 


But the Times says ‘“‘no such thing has 
happened this vear.’’ Instead of hav- 


ing a reserve fund on the first of July- 


they were down to the 25 per cent le- 
gal limit. Since the first of July the 
25 per cent limit has been cut into to 
the amount of over $5,000,000" Still 
the Times does not once declare that 
the ‘‘Sherman law is responsible.”’ 

Tt next says the outlook is bad ‘even 
if the cause is removed.” 
in mercantile and manufacturing cir- 
cles will be comparatively small for 
months. The World’s Fair will help 
certain railroads, but most of the 
roads are already preparing for dull 
times by stopping further purchases of 
cars or other improvements and by re- 
ducing the number. of employes.

After making this admission the 
Times says:  ‘‘This appears like a 
gloomy picture.” It is nota cheerful 
one, but the situation must be met, 
and prudent people should prepare to 
m@et it.” 

After declaring time and again that 
the repeal of the Sherman law was all 
that is needed, the Times admits that 
the repeal will not make matters right. 
The truth is it will ruin the country, 
if it is not already ruined, if repealed 
without a proper snbstitute. ©The 
Times admits further that there is not 
enough money, that is concentrated, 
that underconenmption is hurting and 
that the low price of farm products is 
another great cause, and does this, 
too, without suggesting a remedy.—

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SOMEWHAT STRANGE. 


ACCIDENTS AND INCIDENTS OF 
EVERYDAY LIVE. 


Queer Facts and Thrilling Adven- 
tures Which Show That Truth ts 
Stranger Than Fiction. 


On a recent evening a large hawk was 
noticed at Seaberry Settlement, N. Y., 


old crows, which were feeding near the 
creek bank, thirty rods away. The 
hawk was so far above that it was not 
noticed by the crows until, with a noise 
heard by the spectators on the store 
steps, the hawk swooped down and sank 
its talons through a young crow's back, 
killing it instantly. Rising from the 
ground, the hawk sought to fly away 
with its prey, but before it had gone a 
dozen yards five of the old crows, with 
screams and shrieks, began a fight to the 
death with the hawk.

One struck it 
on the neck and took the feathers off, 
another took a tail feather, another struck 
a wing, turning the hawk completely 
over and causing it to digp twenty feet 
and lose. its hold om the dead crow’s 
pack. But the crows, instead of leaving 
the hawk to flee in peace and pain, 
seemed maddened by the 
bunch of dead crow which the 
hawk had dropped, and pounded 
the hawk till its gray and white feathers 
filled the air below. The hawk nipped 
with its hooked beak from side to side 
as the crows dived by, and even grasped 
with its talons in a vain endeavor to 
catch its quicker antagonists. After a

the daisy tops, sometimes so high that 
the crowd seemed as small as swallows. 
Then a large crow rose from below and 
struck the hawk on the leg with heavy 
bill, but, quiek as a mule’s kick, the 
talons flew down and the crow was 
caught with its head between the curved 
pails. One penetrated its eye and thence 
the brain. The talons. opened and the 
crow fell dead hardly thirty yards from 
the store steps. However, the fight was 
not ended. There were still four crows, 
and they seemed to gather tenewed vigor 
as the dead crow fell with outspread 
wings to the ground. The hawk was 
etting tired. It no longer 
dodged, but with a dogged determina- 
tion tried once more to fly away. At 
that one of the crows, with wings flap- 
ping to give it a strong impetus, struck 
the hawk on the back of its neck. At 
that its wings stopped their movement 
and slowly, as it had done many times 
before, it circled around and around, 
gradually approaching the ground. ‘Then 
another crow struck its wing, and the 
hawk fellas the two crows had fallen 
dead in the air. The crow’s bill had 
venetrated the neck bone and killed the 
awk. :

Ix spite of improved modern methods 
of communication, the southern extrem- 
ity of South America still retains its fla- 
vor of aloefness and romance. The trip 
around the Horn, still necessarily made 
by sailing vessels because they cannot so 
easily tread the mazes of the Straits of 
Magellad, is no easier than it was to the 
early navigators, save that perhaps mod- 
ern sailing ships are safer and more 
manageable than those of tbe sixteenth 
century. Even Pah however, sailing 
ships may hover Mainly off the Horn for 
the better part of a month, and that curi- 
ous international mail box kept at the 
Horn still has its uses. , Landsmen who 
have heard of this singular survival are 
tempted to doubt its existence, but sail- 
ors persistently affirm that it is still there. 
Cape Horn isa great mass of rocks rising 
abruptly from the sea and forming a 
sinall island. Upon one of the ledges of 
this rock stands a covered barrel, the in- 
ternational post office of a region more 
than 500 miles from anything that re- 
sembles civilization. It is the custom of 
captains passing round the Horn to send 
a boat ashore at this point if possible, 
take out whatever mail is going in the 
direction of the vessel, and drop in what- 
ever it is desired shall go in the other di- 
rection. International comity would pro- 
tect the mail box if need be, but no pi- 
rates lurk about that region, and what- 
ever vatives may be there would have 
small use for the contents of the mail 
box. It is the world’s most southern 
post office, more than twenty degrees 
south of Cape Town, and more than ten 
degrees south of any post-town in Oce- 
anica. 


_ Grorce WILEY, son of a well-known 
colored man living in Pearl Rivet swamp, 
Jones county, Miss., left home on a re- 
cent morning to go on a fishing excur- 
sion, taking with him a long, stout rope 
line, such as is generally used among the 
patives for catching large catfish. A 
shepherd dog accompanied him.

The ‘road-runner’ approaches 
its enemy cautiously and circuitonsly, 
and as it gets near stretches one wing 
down as a shield, after the fashion of a 
turkey gobbler strutting in a barnyard, 
and waits for the snake to strike. The 
wing is thrown to catch the bite, and as 
quick as a flash and before the snake cau 
recover, the ‘runner’ with unerring aim 
sends its long bill, which is as hard as 
ivory, through the head of its antagonist, 
which puts in the time from thenceforth 
until sunset in dying.” 


On the day before the last earthquake 
of Zante a cloud of fluttering objects, at 
first mistaken for locusts, made its ap- 
pearance near the Village of Megaponte, 
on the coast of the Morea. As it ap- 
proached the village it was seen to be 
bats of a small, rust-colored variety that 
haunt the coast swamps in the night 
time and pass the day in caves. Thou- 
sands of the squeaking little excursionists 
settled on the lower branches of the 
shade trees or dropped on the ground ex- 
hausted, as thoygh they had come from 
a considerable distance.

Projecting near the bank of the stream 
was a large bone which excited their curi- 
osity, an

The first veasel that arrived in this 
port was the schooner Tracy, in the 
year 1803, with a man named Dorr 
as master, says awriter in the De- 
troit News. This vessel was either 
owned or chartered by the govern- 
ment, and conveyed Captain John 
Whistler, U. S. A., and his command, 
together with supplies and material 
fot the construction of a fort at the 
mouth of the Chicago River. He 
built Fort Dearborn, which was lo- 
cated at the point which is now the 
corner of Michigan avenue and River 
street. Captain Whistler remained 
at this post, I think, uotil 1809 or 
1810, when he was relieved by Cap 
tain Heald and ordered to report at 
Detroit, and was with General Hull 
at the time of the surrender in 1812. 
Captain Whistler was the father 
of the late Mrs. Judge James Abbott, 
Mra. Major Hamilton, and Mra Cap- 
tain Phalan, alt old residents of De- 
troit. Mrs. William R. Wood, another 
daughter, was well known in the 
early society of Detroit as a young 
lady. She was born in Fort Dearboro 
about the year 1805. Colonel William 
Whistler, son of the Captain, will 
also be remembered by many old De- 
troiters, having been stationed there 
with his regiment for several years. 
General U. S. Grant was a lieutenant 
in his regiment. at the time. The 
judge and Mrs. Abbott were married 
at Fort Dearborn, and their bridal 
trip was made from Chicago to De. 
troit on horseback. They camped 
out at night and followed the Indian 
trail, which was afterward known as 
the Territorial road, through Michi- 
gan. The steamers Sheldon Thomp- 
son and William Penn were the first 
steamers that stirred the waters of 
Chicago harbor. They arrived here 
together on July 8, 1831, having. on 
board General Winfleld Scott and 
soldiers for the Black Hawk war. 
At this time gan years after 
Captain Whistler and his troops first 
set foot upon Chicago soil) the city 
of Chicago could boast of only five 
houses, and three of these were built 
of logs. —Chicago Herald.

Syndicate. The bricks are made of 
grains of anthracite dust, which are 
forced to cohere by means of a spe 
tial. cementing compound. and by 
The. coal dust is 
mixed-with the binding material. tp 
the proportion of 95 per cent. of the 
former to 4 percent. of the latter. 
The compound ts fed Into a miger, 
where it meeta a jet cf steam, a stiff 
paste Lelng formed, which fs deliv- 
ered successively into a series of 
molds under a> pfessure of 2,501 
weight. As the mold plate erolves 
the charge in each mold 1s ‘bfought 
between twe rams, which exert a 
pressure of two tons per square ineél 
on each side of the charge, forming a 
very dense and homoxepeyus coal 
brick. Tho brick, still in the mold, 
passes on to the delivery ram, by 
which it is pushed out on to a table, 
and is removed for the market. 
These coal bricks are said to make ap 
excellent fuel, and to possess a ver) 
high efficiency for steam-ratsing pur- 
poses.

ADVICE TO FARMERS. 

I know of no people or profession 
that gets as much gratuitous advice as 
farmers, aud I know of none that is so 
little benefited. I have never seen a 
manin any of the walks of life but 
who thought he could tell the farmer 
exactly what he needed, and just how 
to plow and plant so as to reap a rich 
harvest and enrich himself at the same 
time. 

The merchant, the lawyer, the rail- 
road magnate,. the artizan, the me- 
chanic, the doctor, the minister—all 
give him a werd of good advice, and 
yet he is still poor; and the world 
can't, for their lives, tell the reason 
why. They see teeming fields of grain, 
they see cattle, sheep and horses on a 
thousand hills; they see millions of 
bushels of grain going to market, and 
millions of hogs being slaughtered 
every year for market; they see rail- 
roads and ‘steamboats loaded with the 
produce of the farm; they see cities 
growing rich handling the farm prod- 
ucts ; they see the merchants mechen- 
ics, lawyers and doctors growing rich, 
and they can’t see why it is int the 
man who makes all this docs ‘not 
reap Bome of the goiden harvest; they 
see him at forty or fifty years of age a 
broken down man, while the men in 
other pursuits of life are in their 
prime at this age; they see his face 
shrunken, his brow furrowed with 
care, his limbs stiffened with rheuma- 
tism, and they think there must be 
something wrong about his manage- 
ment, that tho must bea great leak 
somewhere and in the goodness of 
their hearts they try to help the poor 
farmer. They tell him he goes to 
town too often; that he leaves his 
plows and horses exposed to the rain ; 
that he must read more good books 
and agricultural papers; that he must 
-keep an accotfrt of-all his business; 
that he must have a shop where 
he can work on rainy days; that he 
must get better stock and take better 
«are of them, must build sheds to pro- 
tect his stock, must cut his hay early, 
must eradicate all noxious weeds, must 
push his work and not let’ his work 
push him. ‘This and much more good 
advice has been given the farmer, and 
yet his condition is not improved. 

Good men have formed agricultural 
societies, have published books and 
papers. Men who had energy and 
brains and wealth; men who had suc- 
ceeded in everything they undertook, 
and: time to mayrraieties, spent mone 
his condition, and yet in this they fail 
ed. The farmer never improved, he 
still rode to town in his farm wagon. 
He had no buggy or carriage, his 
clothes were coarse, he had none of the 
luxuries and but few of the comforts 
of life; and the world wondered why 
this was so. 

Well, I think I know why all of this 
is so. Why the farmer and his wife 
are old at forty years of age, broken 
down in health and spirits, and why 
they have no time to do all the nice 
things that the world advises them to 
do; why he and his family toil four- 
teen hours each day in heat and cold, 
wet and dry, so that they are broken 
down when they should be in their 
prime. 

The cause is this and only this: The

Quick Work of Stenographers aud 
Typewriters During Congress. 


Aainog many things left out, which 
are paid for out of the cootingeut funds, 
is the item of salaries for the official re- 
porters. These are the mea who write 
out the teperts of proceedings and de- 
bates which make up the daily publica 
tions called the Congressional Hecord. 
There are five of them .on the floor of 
the House, who sit at a table in front of 
the Speaker's desk. It is their duty to 
report every word that is swd from the 
opening to the adjournment. Being all 
of them rapid stenographers, they man 
age by taking turns. As qickly as No. 
1- has got 1,000 words put down, he 
holds up his thumb and No. 2 takes up 
the thread, very likely in the middle of 
a specch, while No. 1 goes down toa 
room$on the floor below, where he dic- 
tates the 1,000 words which he has taken 
to two shorthand-writers — 500 words to 
soe and 500 to the other. 

While the two shorthand writers are 
copying off their-notes quickly in type 
script, Reporter No. | goes back to his 
seat in front of the Speaker's «desk. 
Meanwhile No. 2 has finished his 1,000 
words and held up his thumb te No. 3, 
who in turn takes up the thread, while 
No. 2 goes down stairs and dictates— 
and so on, until No. 5 holds up his 
thumb-to No. 1, and the business goes 
on us before. This artungement renders 
it possible to have the complete type 
written report of the House proceedings 
ready for the printer a few minutes after 
that body adjourns, -It isjthe same way 
in the Senate. Thus each Congressman 
finds on his breakfast table. next morn- 
ing acopy of the Record, comprising a 
complete report of everything that was 
«aid and done in the National Legisla- 
ture on the day before. These, skilled 
stenographers yet $7,040) a year each.

The First -Printed Newspaper—The 
Oldest Newspaper in the United 
States, 

The first printed newspaper, according 
to -Thofiie, authority for the following 
statistics, was The Gazette, published in 
Nuremberg, in 1457, and the oldest pa- 
per extant is The Neue Zeitung aus His-. 
panien und Italien, ‘printed in the same 
city in 1634. Other countries followed 
Germany in issuing printed newspapers 
in the following order: England. io 
1622; France, in 1631; Sweden, in 1644; 
Holland, in 1655; Russia, in 1703; Tur- 
key, in 1827. 
consisted of three pages of two columns 
each and a-_blank page, and was pub- 
lished in Boston Sept. 25, 1690, under 
the name of Publick Uccurrénces, Both 
Foreign and Domestic, but it wags imme- 
diately suppressed. 
News Letter appeared, printed on one 
sheet of foolscap paper. It flourished 
for 72 years. The oldest newspaper in the 
United States is the Weekly Massichu- 


setts Spy, published at Worcester, Mass. . 


This paper was established at Boston 
March %, 1771, by Isaiah -Thomas, the 
historian of Aroerican printing. It was 
removed to, Worcester in 1775, where it 
has been issucd continuously ever since.

On the turn from the seventeenth 
to the eighteenth century slave-deal- 
ing was an important and well- 
thought-of industry, or, in thé more 
elegant phrase of one of the gravest 
of New York historians, “a species of 
maritime adventures then engaged 
in by some of our most respectable 
merchants.” The Dutch are credited” 
with having brought the first cargo 
of slaves to {the northern part of 
Awmerica—from their possession on 
the Guinea coast to’ the Virginia 
plantations—and, according to Har- 
per’s, a regular part of the business 
of the Dutch West India company 
was providing African slaves for use 
in the American colonies. The 
profits of the business, even allowing 
for-the bad luck of a high death rate, 
was so alluringly great that it was 
not one to be slighted by the eml- 
nently go-ahead merchants of New 
York, and the fact must be remem- 
bered that as a business slave-dealing 
was quite as legitimate then as is the 
emigrant traffic of the present day. 
Young John Cruger has left on record 
a most edifying account of a vuyage 
which he made out of New York in 
the years 1698-1700, in the ship 
Prophet Daniel, to Madagascar for 
the purchase of live freight, and the 
sentiment of the community in the 
premises is exhibited by the fget that 
the slaye-dealing Mr: Crufer was 
elected an Alderman from the Dock 
Ward continuously from “the year 
1712 until the year 1778sand that 
subsequently he served four consecu- 
tive terms as Mayor. In-addition to 
the negro slaves there wére many 
Indian slaves held in the colony. 

For convenience in hiring) the law 
was .passed November 30,1711, that 
“all negro and Indian siaves that are~ 
let out to hire within the city do 
take up their standing in order to be 
hired at the market house at the 
Wall street slip.” Probably the 
alarm bred of the so-called negro plot 
of 1741 was most effective in check- 
ing the growth of slavery in this city. 
Certaiuly the manner in which the 
negroes charged with fomenting this 
problematical conspiracy were dealt 
with affords food for curious reflec- 
tion upon the social conditions of the 
time. Afters trial that would have 
been a faraa had it not been a 
tragedy, Clause was condemned to be 
“broke upon. a. wheel,” Robin to be 
hanged in chains alfve, “aod so on to 
continue without any ststenance un- 
til he be dead;”. Tom to be “burned 
with a slow fire until he be dead and 
consumed to ashes,” and soon. How- 
ever, everything depends upon the 
point-in view. In” that strong, 
stomached time judicial cruelty to- 
avimals met with univergal approval, 
and, as to slavery, the worshipful Sir 
Edward Coke but a. very few- years 
earlier had laid down the doctrine 
that pagans properly could be held in 
bondage by Christians, because. the 
former were bond slaves of Satan, 
while the latter were servants of God.-

1, ‘That the present state executive 
couuniitees of the Jeflersonian democ- 
racy and of the organized democracy, | 
as well as other committees of each 
party, respectively, shall remain in- 
tact until new committees shall be se- 
lected, as hereinafter provided, 

2. That the present state executivo 
committees of the Jeflersonian aud or- 
gauized democratic parties or factions 
of Alabama, respectively, unite ina

and county officers to be elected the 
first Monday in August, 1894, and for

3. At this primary election every 
“white man who was claimed to have 
been a democrat before 1892, who is a 
qualified voter;” or who being dis- 
qualified to vote previous to the year 
1892 by non-age or non-residence, and 
would be cligilile to vote in the August 
election, 1894, who will abide by the 
result of said primary election,) shall 
be eligible to vote. 

4. Each county at said primary 
election shall select, by majority or 
plurality vote, en executive committee 
upon the same basis of representation 
heretofore used in said counties req 
spectively. except that each beat shall 
vote only for the member or members 
from that beat, and each county exec. 
utive committee so clected shall thera. 
uppn elect a chairman, and each coun. 
ty at said primary election shall select 
by majority or plurality vote all nom- 
inees for its county Officers, 

5. The chairmen of the different 
county contmittces so clected shall 
constitute the congressional district 
committee of each respeciive district, 
and the chairman of the county com- 
mittee which stands first alphabetically 
on the list of counties of the district 
shall be chairman of . said committee 
fo call a meeting of the same, when 
said committee shall organize by the 
selection of its own officers. 

6. That at said primary election 
there shall be two inspectors and -one 
clerk of each party or faction respect- 
ively to be chosen by the county exec- 
ulive committee of each respective 
party or faction. and if: there shall be 
lv county eXeculive committee, then, 
in that event, the voters of each party 
or faction shall elect said two inspect. 
ors snd one clerk by a mass meeting 
or otherwise. 

7. That before opening the polls 
each inspector and clerk shall sub- 
scribe tothe following oath, which 
shall be administered by any officer in 
the state authorized to administer oaths _ 
or by some one of ihe managers, to- 
wit: 2

do suvlemnly swear (or affim) that I (or 
we, aud each of us, severally,) ‘will 
conduct this election fairly and. don. 
estly; that I for each of us, severally) 
will honestly count, and a correct re- 
turn make of the number of votes cast 
for each candidaie respectively, as 
herein provided, so help me (or us) 
God. 

8. Incase any manager or clerk 
fails to act, the member for that beat 
of the executive committee which

11. No person shall be allowed 
within 10 feet of the voting place ex- 
cept the inspectors and clerks until 
the polis shall be closed, when each 
inspector and clerk shall have the 
right to call to his assistance one pe:

12. That the Polis shall be_opencd 
at 5 a. m., and shalt remain contina-.

We consider the present 
as 2 anspicions time for a concerted 
movement to bring the people of the 
west and south into such united action 
as will protect and foster interests 
which are naturally allied and to free 
these sections from the unjust and 
ruinous domination of a section which 
is largely influenced by European po- 
licies and methods. We see no reason 
why St. Louis, New Orleans and Gal- 
veaton should pot be our markets for 
commercial business, and the latter 
two for our exports and imports of 
trade commodities. We would sug- 
gest that you call ench convention af 
an early cate and at a place designat- 
ed by von.”-—- Topeka Advocate,

A Hundred Thousand People Settie Upon 


the Cherokee Strip. 


One hundred thousand people set. 
tled upon the Cherokee Strip the firat 
day it was opened to settlement. At 
noon the sigual was given announcing 
the passing of the title of the land 
from the United States Government 
to the boomers and a race,such as was 
never witnessed before and will prob- 
ably never be seen again was begun. 

On the lines in the vicinity of the 
various border towns the boomers had 
gathered in great numbers. 
the eye could reach in either direction 
could be seen men mounted and in 
Wagons and on foot closely packed to- 
gether, making solid columns of twen- 
ty feet or more in the middle and ta- 
pering away to a mere streak of black 
in the distance. 

The scene when the column 
broke at the firiug of the signal gun 
and each individual entered the con- 
lest for a common prize, can. be im- 
agined better than described. Confn- 
sion reigned everywhere, So closely 
were the contestants packed together 
that the start was a hazardous one. 
Horsemen were unseated, wagons over- 
turned and pedestrians prostrated in 
the rush to be off. The cries of aus 
gered men mingléd with the neigh- 
ing of the panic.stricken liorses, the 
shouts of racers, the clattering of 
hoofs, the rattling of wagons and the 
shrieking of locomotives combined in 
& Toar similar to that accompanying 
the progress of a tornado. 

Iu the.race many men were injured 
and two were murdered. The details 
of the crimes are not known; but the 
dead bodies, one stabbed and the oth- 
er shot through the head, tell the man- 
ner of death. Many dead horses have 


been found on the prairie. Some died, 


of over exertion, some were killed by 
falling in the race, and others received 
broken limbs, and were shot by the 
owners, 

Tonight, the- Strip, which, twelve 
hours ago was wholly deserted, is a 
populous country. Four of the new 
town sites have populations estimated 
at five thousand each. Others boast 
of populations ranging from 1,000 to 
3,000. Every desirable claim has at 
least oue claimant, and many have two 
or four. Contests will, of course, be 
numerous. 3 

The reports of crimes resulting from 
the setilement of the land are few, 
and the Governinent offizers who s:1- 
perintended the opening are congratu- 
lating themselves upon the compara. 
tively peaceful manner in which the 
settlement was made. 

The unfortunate occurrences’ were 
the shooting down of **sooners” near 
Stillwater, The soldiers who did the 
shooting were instructed to prevent 
‘‘sooners” at all hazards, and they 
point to their orders in justification of 
their action. 

Wagon and freight loads of supplies 
followed the settiers into the Strip. 
The teams distributed provisions at 
the various county scats and town 
-siles, where stores have been opened 
in canvass tents, pending the erection 
of buildings. Camp fires dot the prai- 
ries in. all directions tonight, where 
the heme - seekers have established 
tem porary camps. 

The recent drought bas dried up the 
Streams, and those who failed to pro- 
vide themselves with water were 
forced to endure suffering for thirst, 
for water is obtainable in ouly a few 
places on the strip except from the 
rivers.

An obvious effect of short crops is

year, for iron products and for stocks 
An abundance of money seeking loans 
on collaterals and calls tende to render 
the market indifferent to public ab- 
stention and reduced earnings. 

The restriction of domestic trade is 
shownin the clearing house returns at 
the principal cities, which show a de- 
cline of 23.4 per cent. as compared 
With last year; but it is too soon for 
the improvement just commenced to 
eflect payinents. The expectation of 
large foreign investments is not yet 
realized, aud exchanges have declined 
toward the gold-expoiting point, ae 
future exports of products are liable 
to be restricted by the shortness of 
crops and the advance in prices here. 

Exports last week were large, and 
for two weeks have been 30 per cent, 
more than for tha same time last year, 
While a decrease of 87,500,000 appears 
in imports for-the last two weeks. It 
is largely dus to the fact that values of 
coffses and sugar from Brazil were 
stated last yeir in paper worth about 
40 cents on the dollar 

Tho liabilities of tirms failing have 
greatly diminished. Tho failures re- 
ported this week have been, in the 
United States, only 314, against 321 
for the previous week, and against 154 
for the same week in last year,

percent. From IS80 to 1890 a total 
debt of $52,117,856 was incurred 
The tofal real estate indebtedness . 6x- 
istiug op Jan. Ist, 1890, was $14,366,- 
595, 63 per cent being on farms and 
37 per cent on téwn and city lots. 

Arkansas isa cotton state. There 
are a great many. reasons why she 
showld be in debt (according to the po- 
JitieaP falsitiers) but she ix not near as 
‘badly in debt as states where cotton is 
not grown. For instance, the popula- 
tion of Arkansas is about the same as} 
that of Minnesota, yet Minnesota is 
more than ten times as much in debt. 
Nebraska, with a smaller population, 
is nine times as much in debt. But we 
will not stop by comparing these two 
northwestern states. Let the older 
and. supposed richer states mm the 
northeast stand up and be- counted. 
The per capita debt of Arkatsas is 315. 
The per capita debt of Massachusetts 
is $144, « little more than eleven times 

as much. The per capita debt of 
Same Fe is S117, being exactly 
nine times that of Arkansas. Tho 
per capita debt -of Khode Island is 
$106, or about eight tunes as much.

THE SHERMAX LAaW REPEALED. 

After voting four times on free coin- 
age bills at ratios ranging from 16 to 
20 to 1, in the Honse last Monday, 
the Sherman law was repealed by that 
body. One hundred and eight voted 
against repeal and 239 for repeal. 
The majority for unconditional repeab 
was 131, one hundred and seventeen 
of the majority being Republicans. At 
any rate 117 Republicans voted against 
free coinage. The Democrats were 


nearly equally divided. You can de- 
cide whether or not the repeal was 
Democratic when more Republicans 
voted for it than did Democrats. The 
“chance” the Democrats clamored for 
so many years has been secured. The 
result is that a little over half of them 
go over to the Republicans and work 
in the interest of plutocracy. 

The repeal bill is now being discuss- 
ed by the senate. It will pass, but may 
be delayed some time. The result is 
easily foretold. Fora brief period the 
gold bugs will turn their money loose, 
it will rush in from foreign countries, 
but that will only be like a refreshing 
shower during # protracted drouth. 
The contraction will soon begin again 
and be worse than ever before.— Pro- 
gressive Farmer.

Babylon. 


According to Herodotus the ancient 
city of Babylon stood on a broad, level 
plain, and was an exact square of four- 
teen mileseach way, making the entire 
circuit of the city fifty-six miles. It was 
protected by both a walland a moat, the 
latter being broad and deep and kept 
constantly filled with water. But the 
wall was the wonder of wonders, being 
93+ feet in width and an even 200 feet in 
height. This monster barrier was pro- 
vided with 100 , all of solid brass, 
the lintels and side pieces being in 
bronze. Cross walls ran along the banks 
of the Euphrates, ‘each provided with 
twenty-five gates, which corresponded 
to the number of streets running in each 
direction from the river. 

The most remarkable edifice inside the 
wall was the Temple of Bel, a pyramid 
of eight square stadia. On tue summit 
of this pyramid stood a pure gold image 
of Bel 40 feet high, two other small fig- 
ures of. the same precious metal, and a 
golden table 40 feet long and 15 feet 
wide. This wonderful city first came 
prominently intothe history of the world 
in the year 747 B. C., but since the time 
of Alexander the Great it has been a 
ruin, the site having at one time been en- 
tirely lost.—[St. Louis Republic.

The Sun’s Light. 


It is pow many years since Doctor 
Johnstone Stoney, I. R. 8., published 
his important paper in which he pro- 
pounded what seems to be the most 
rational explanation of sunlight yet af- 
forded, says Sir Robert Ball. Recent 
observations seem to have substantiated 
Dr. Stoney’s fundamental doctrine that 
the glowing clouds of the photosphere, 
from whence the sun’s radiation is mainly 
dispensed, are er of carbon. Ac. 
cording to this vicw those patches of 
brilliant light exhibited in solar photo- 

raphs emanate from sooty incandescent 
clouds hundreds of miles in length and 
breadth. It is well known that the flame 
of an ordivary candle, or of an ordi- 
nary gas jet, derives its luminosity from 
the presence of minute particles of incan- 
descent carbon. It is also to the same 
element that we are indebted for the 
electric light, whether in the form of the 
arc light or the incandescent filament. 
It would now seem as if the great lumi- 
nary itself owed its surpsssing luster to 
the presence of mighty glowing clouds 
of the identical substance to which our 
ordnary meth»ds of illumination are so 
much indebted.—{New York News.

Tempering Tools. 

The following is the Swiss method 
for hardening cast steel for cutting 
tools. Mix in a suitable vessel four 
parts of pulverized resin and two 
parts of train oll. _ Stir well in this 
one part of hot tallow. Into this 
mixture the article to be hardened 
is plunged at alow red heat, and 
beld there until thoroughly cooled. 
Without cleaning off, the piece is 
again put into the fire and sultably 
tempered in the ordinary way. An 
examination of steel thus hardened 
indicates that the hardening is deeper 
and more uniformly distributed than 
is commonly the case, and that the 
steel is much leas brittle.

THIRTY-FIRST DAY. 


Senate—Mr. Stewart of Nevads 
stirred up a hornet’s nest today when 
he offered a resolution of inquiry into 
the fact of senators being stogkholders 
in national banks. ‘Mr, Hill bitterly 
opposed the résolution, as being un- 
necessary, unprecented and a 
gross reflection upon the Senate. The 
resolution went over.

A Dread Tribunal. 

This mysterious order was estab- 
lished In the middle ages throughout 
Germany. Its members numbered 
several thousands, of all ranks and 
conditions, who were free and honor- 
able men. Solemn and. awful - oats 
bound them to absolute secrecy, aud 
communication was effected by signs 
known only to the jaitiated. So far 
they were much the same as ary 
other of the secret orders. But thelr 
peculiar operation was to administer 
judgment in those rude and barbar- 
ous days. 

Any king, prince, peer, or peasant 
might be symmpned to attend their 
conclave, abd woe ba to him did he 
refuse to obey. | Beneath the surface 
of the grou d, |in dimly lighted cav- 
erns, the juuges, with masked faces, 
took their seats; the other officials, 
likewise masked, surrounded them. 

If the accused person was present, 
he was adjudged, seutenced, and, if 
necessary, executed on the spot. If 
he failed to appear after three cila- 
tions, he was sentenced to deith, and 
each member of the court was bound 
to pursue him to the bitter end of 
doom. He may be a brother or a 
father, but none dare warn him of 
his impending fate. He had defied 
the “Vehm-Gericht,” and he must 
perforce die, sometimes in his own 
house. ' 

Asa proof that he was not a vic: 
tim to lawless violence his property 
was never touched, and a knife was 
planted near him in the ground.

We lay flat on our 
backs and looked up at the.curiously 
beautiful Salt ceiling overhead. We 
propelled the boat by pushing with 
our hands against the irregularities 
of the roof: 

The guide held a long rope at- 
tached to the boat to prevent our g0- 
ing tuo far and getting lost—a thing 
he said it was éasy to do. ;

Opal mining has proved profitable at 
Whelan, Wash., where this gem was 
first found by a Yonkers jewelerin a 
heap of rock thrown out during the 
excavation for a well.

A- ROYAL DINNER. 


It is rot served in the grand hall, with 
troops of soft-footed, deft handed wait- 
ers to attend upon the guests, | But the 
names of the dishes are as long, and as 
difficult to pronounce, as if printed in 
Russian; and the viands taste as good 
as if cooked by the most famous chef 
who ever served a king.

Sut first it must be cooked, and the 
cook is no other than our host, the Ta- 
hitian King of power and dignity.

This he fills with hard 
and very dry wood, cut- or broken into 
surall pteees. Over this he piaces two 
dozen or so of round stones abput the; 
size of tennis balls. 
wood and makes a bright fire. While it 
is burning -he has taken small pieces of 
beef, fowls, ripe and unripe bananas and 
‘the tops of a wild plaat, which some- 
what resembie asparagus, aod made them 
up into seats separate little packages 
wrapped in banana leaves. 

In about ten miuutes the wood has 
burned out, the stones are hot, and the 
little packages are all ready to be laid 
between two layers of the hot. stones, 
whieh are then quickly covered with 
fresh earth so-tightly that no steam caa 
escape.

EMBER GOOSE AND EIDER DUCK. 


The ember goose, or loon, is @ native 
of many countries, for it is a winter visi- 
tor ‘of the British coasts, is found ia 
most parts of Europe, the North of Asia 
avd in North America, It makes its 
home not only near the sea, but often on 
the sbores of tivers and fresiwater lakes.

Thus they retain their 
warmth if she, by any chauce, is called 
to leave them.

Seur-Rseewstenixa Ratn GAvGE.—

CoxcenrnaTina, Taz Son's Haat.— 
Everybody knows.that convex lenses of 
glass have a wonderful power of concen- 
trating the sun’s rays, and yet few ever 
stop to consider the enormous amount of 
heat that is being constantly emitted by 
the great light-giver of the solar system. 
Parker, an English opticlan, once con- 
structed a lens three feet in diameter, 
the powers of which were so great that it 
would melt a solid cube of. cast iron in 


| three seconds, When turned upon a piece 


of granite it fused that refractory sub- 
stance im less than one minute. Using 


| the above facts asa basis we may get 


some startling deductions by a few min- 
utes of figuring. If cast iron will melt 
in three seconds under the concentration 
of seven square feet of sunshine, it would 
melt in less than the otillionth uf @ sco 
ond under the focus of a single square 
mile of concentrated rays. Now, as the 
earth is constantly receiving as much 
sunshine as would illuminate 50,060, 000 
square miles of flat surface, and even this 
vast quantity js as nothing (for the earth 
only receives the rays with which it 
comes in contact when they are being 
shot out into space), it is clear that

Me.tine METAL IN Waten.—The re- 


markable electrical experiments recently 
made in Berlin, in which a bar of iron 


was appireatly meited by inserting it in 


, 


cold water, have naturally stimuiated 
investigation on the same line. As be- 
fore explained, the apparatus used is a 
vessel of giass or sorcelain, provided 
with agheet lvad. dlectrode counected 
with the positive pole of a continuous 
eurrent generator, the vessel contains 
sulphuric acid and water. A flexible 
cable from the negative pole is connected 
toa s:rong pair of pliers with insulated 
handles. Taking in the-pliers a piree of 
metal of any kiad—iron, for instance—- 
and immersing it in the acidulated 
water, the liquid is seen immediately in 
ebullition near the iron rod or 
plate, which latter is rapidly 
heated and brought to 4 daz- 
zlin white in a . few. seC- 
onds, and soon begins to melt in spark 
like drops. This heating is produced so 
nickly locally that neither the water 
nor the body of the metal rod has time 
to become hot. . So rapid an evolution of 
heat means.a tremendously high tempéra- 
ture. In a very short time as high-as 
7,0C0 degrees Fahrenheit has been de- 
veloped, which is proved by using a Car- 
bon rod instead of a metal one, when in 
afew moments amorphous carbon frag- 
ments are seen dropping off. The in- 
ventors claim to have attained with 
large currents the enormous. high tem- 
erature of 14,000 degrees Fabrenheit, 
or nearly five times hotter than moltep 
iron. The first suggestion for the prac- 
tical utilization of the discovery was for 
welding purposes, to which it is evidently 
rticuiarly adapted. Another applica- 
tion which the experiments would seem 
to tend toward is the tempering of one 
edge or one extremity only of steel cut- 
ting tools. The hardening of the skia 
surface of !arge pieces of metal, such ae 
armor plates, offers another inviting 
field. Krupp, it is stated, is already 
trying this new method of electric heat- 


| ing for tempering the superticial surface 


of large guns.—[Boston Transcript.

The distance to the nearest ‘‘fixed” 
star has been computed by the best 


astrono:ers to be about 20,000,000,- — 


000,000 miles, which, by putting it in 
another way, would mean 20,000,000, - 
000,000 of miles, a distance so vast 
that a trip to our own sun seems but 
a pleasure trip in comparison. 

‘The next in distance is about four 
times further away. If we attempt to 
fix an averaze distance for the fixed 
stars we cannot safely place them 
nearer than 4,090,000,000,000 of miles 
away! And what does this invoive? 

Light, which reaches us from the 
son in eight and one-half minutes, 
would take seventy years in making a 
journey between the average fixed star 
and our little world. 

If the volume of space included 
withia our solar system were occupied 
by one huge globe 5,600,000,000 miles 
jn diameter, even such a mighty mass 
would be but as a feather in the 
marvellous spread of spsce surround- 
ing it. The sea of space would con- 
tain 2,700,000,000,000,000 of such 
lglobes, each swinging at 8 distance 
approximating 500,000 miles spart! 
‘How can the human mind be expected 
to comprehend such immensity 2—New 
York Journal.

Why Oil Stoves Explode. 

Just as regularly as the summet 
season comes round numberless smal} 
fires are reported in the newspapers 
as having been caused by the explo- 
sion of oil stoves. In such cases what 
teally happens is generally only this: 
That aperson rushes into a kitchen 
where there is an oil stove, sees the 
stove enveloped in flame, and, catch- 
lng it up, dumps it bodily out of the 
nearest window. The stove is broken 
to pieces by that proceeding, but 
there has been no explosion; in fact, 
the dealers say that oil stoves never 
expiode.. 

The trouble /secms to be that the 

ople do not take proper care of the 

toves. Instead of cleaning them 
rom time to time, as in the case of 
amps, they neglect them and allow 
them to become clogged up witha 
roating of dust and oil. That mix- 
ture is very inflammable, and if it 
remains about the wicks, it will 
eventually take fire. In order for 
the stove to explode, there must be a 
sudden ignition of gas generated

The dust 
and oi] would burn off the surface, 
then the flame would go out. - 

It is possible that trouble might be 
rare instances by the 
pverbeating of astove; but according: 
to the dealers the temperature wast 
be raised to 160 degrees before the 
oil will fame. The dealers seem to 
think that if the stoves are kept 
thoroughly clean. the chance for 
trouble is very slight.—Boston Tran- 
seri

GOLD BULLION, 


The Interesting Process by Which it 
is Refined aud Made Into Coin. 


Though the show of gold at the Treas 
ury in Washington in not impressive at 
the first glance, one has more respect for 
it when the contents of the bags are 
enumerated. Stacked in heaps around 
the compartment referred to are nivetv- 
eight sacks, each containing-1,000 yellow 
double eagles. Poured out on the 
fleor they would make a very decent 
pile of giittering metal, representing 
altogether $1,960,050. ~ Besides these 
there are 469 bags, cach holdiag 2,500 
shining eagles, or $2,345,000 in all, 
Then there are 108 sacks,each containing 
1,0C0 five-dollar. pieces, of a total of 
$5,920,000. Lastly, there are fiftecn 
sacks, eavh filled to bursting with 1,000 
of those annoying two-dollar-and-a-half 
pieces, which are so easily mistaken for 
cents that no more of them are to-be 
coiued by the mints. 

One of the most interesting sights in 
the world is the reining of the raw gold 
bullion at the United States Assay Office 
on Wall sirect. Arriving there from the 
mines it is first melted, to free it from 
all earthy matter and other foreign sub- 
stances. Then a certain quantity. of 
silver is added to it, and the mixture is 
immersed in a bath of nitric acid. The 
acid has no effect on the gold, but it 
dissolves the ‘silvet- into-a liquid which 
This limpid 
liquid is drawn off, leaving the gold at 
the bottom of the tub. The precious 
metal thus puriiicd looks like so much fine 
red gravel. To get rid of ali moisture it 
is subjected to pressure. On coming out 
of the squeezing machine it appears in 
the shape of big cakes, resembling ange! 
food cakes in form. These cakes are 
worth about $25,000 each, and one could 
afford to pay $2,000 fora slice of very 
moderate size, 

This is the material out of which the 
gold ceins are made. The gold is melted 
in a crucible, from which it is dipped 
out with a ladle and poured into iron 
molds. When the molds 
are unlocked and taken

Career or a Famous Detective. 

Vidocq, the great French detective, 
was born in Arras in 1775. He began 
life as a baker and early became the 
terror of his companions by his 
athletic frame and violent disposi- 
tion. At the same time he was a 
notorious thief, and after many dis- 
graceful adventures he enlisted in the 
army. In 1796 he returned to Parts 
with some money, which, however, 
he soon squandered. Next he was 
sentenced at Lille to eightyears’ hard 
labor-for forgery, but repeatedly es- 


caped, and in 1808 he became con- - 


nected with the Paris Police as a 
detective. His previous career ef- 
abled him to -render important 
services, and he was appointed chief 
of the safety brigade, chiefly com- 
posed of reprieved convicts, which 
purged Paris of the many dangerous 
classes. In 1818 \he reveived a full 
‘pardon, and his connection with this 
service lasted until about 1828, when 
he settled. at St. Mande asa paper 
manufacturer. Soon after the revo- 
lution of 1830 he became a political 
detective, but with little success, In 
1848 he was .again employed under 
the republican government, but he 
died penniless in 1857. —Commercial 
Gazette.

A Business System Inaugurated by State 
Officers of the Alliance in Mississippi. 


State officers of the Mississippi 
Farmers’ Alliance met at Tupelo last 
week coutinuing in session three days. 
The meeting was the sevond held with. 
tn four weeks to consider the inauga- 
ration of a great industrial movement. 
The proposal, formulated in the ad- 
dress printed hereinafter, is to estab- 
lish co-operative companies among the 
sub-alliances, which will ameliorate 
the condition of the farmer by enab- 
ling lim to bay more cheaply aud to 
dispose of hia surplus products to the 
great { acvanta: e. 

The Officers visited Birmingham and 
were assured by the Commercial Club 
of that city, 600 strong, of their earn- 
est co-operation. Agencies similar to 
that managed by B. G. West in Mem- 
phis are planned at New Orleans, Mo- 
bile, Atlanta, Birmingham and other 
suitable points. Officials of the. Mo- 
bile & Ohid Railway have as- 
sured them of their willingness to 
co-operate in every way by granting 
low rates on produce, etc., over their 
lines, and establishing a suitable swift 
service. 

The address distinctly declares that 
politics, finance, tariff aud other ques- 
tions of government are second to the 
great problem of buying, producing 
and selling to the greatest advantage; 
particularly during the next four 
years. 

Tho address is as follows: . 
To the Members of the Farmers Alliance 
and Industrial Union of Mississippi: 

We have made demands upon gov- 
ernment for the enactment of laws 
that we believe would promote the 
upbuilding of agricultural pursuits, 
and the adyancement of prosperity 
alopg every line; but the gov- 
ernment of the United States is now 
dominated by factions and controlled 
by rings that are under the influence 
of the money power only, and hostile 
tu the interests of our pursuite. Sil- 
ver has been again demonetized, the 
single gold standard has been erected, 
our currency will be contracted, the 


grand conspiracy against and for mon- 


ey has been consummated and execut- 
ed in America. More interest bearing 
bouds will probably be issued, prices 
of land and productions willbe fur- 
ther reduced, and the tillers of the sil, 
so far as lies in the power of these 
autocrats, will be reduced to serfdom 
and beggary. 

With these enemies to our industry 
entrenched behind the stronghold of 
law, and wielding enough power to 
defeat any measure of relief from the 
toiling masses of the nation, there is 
no hope for any relief along govern- 
mental lines for the next four years. 
We must therefore for the present 
look to other measures and along oth- 
er lines to contend with our opponents 
and promote our interests. We must 
not and cannot afford to lie supinely 
on our backs until we are tied hand 
and foot, aud reduced to European 
conditions of serfdom. While we will 
and must hold fast to every demand 
made upon government as sa- 
credly as we have our homes and fire- 
sides, and show our faith by our 
works when we can cast a ballot o1 
enlighten a brother,- we must now 
push the other features of the order 

In our opinioa our energies and ef: 
forts have heretofore been directed too 
much in the line of buying only, and 
not enongh to the sale of our prod 
ucts at the best prices in the best mar- 
kets. 

As a fact it is more Important to us 
to first have the dollar with which to 
purchase than where we will purchase 
or who wil! be the purchaser or what 
shall be the material ont of which the 
dollar is made, or how high tariff or 
how low tariff. 

Therefore, we recommend to you 
the following plans, as submitted, and 
ask their careful consideration at your 
hands. We do so, believing it to be 
our duty to open up these channels as 
proposed for yon, and it wil! be with 
you whether or not you avail yourself 
of the benefits they will bring. 

The purposes of the agency are: 

Tc assist in reducing the living ex- 
penses, and to add to the incomes of 
the farmers by creating a grarket for 
the sale of all surplus products, name. 
ly: Jacks and jennets, horses, mules, 
cattle, sheep, hogs, hay, corn rice, cot- 
ton, eggs, butter, poultry, molasses, 
sorgum, sweet and Irish potatoes, 
fruits, melons and all products of the 
garden.

The average of several experiments 
gave tho carth’s mean density as 5.472, 
or, in other words, the éarth was as 
nearly as possible five and a half times 
heavier than a globe of water of the 
same size. As the result of careful 
calculations, based upon actual meas-

earth are 259,373 millions of cubic 
miles. Taking these dimensions of the 
carth, it is easy to calculate ite weight, 
for the exact weight of a eubie mile 
of water is well known, and on this 
basis Sir John Herschel found the 
weight of the earth to be 5,852,000, -

To the Congress of the United 
States: ; 
The Constitutional duty which re. 

quires the President -from time to 

titne to give to the Congress informa- 
tion of the state of the Union, and 
recommend to their consideration such 
measures as he shall judge necessary 
and expedient, is fittingly entered 
upou by cominending to the Congress 

a careful examination of the @ctailed 

Statements aud well supported recom- 

mendations contained in the reports of 

the heads of departments who are 
chiefly charged with the executive’ 
work of the Government. 

In an effort to abridge this commun. 
ication as much as is consistent with 
its purpose, [ shail supplement a brief 
reference to the contents of these de- 
partineutal reports by the mention of 
Such executive business: and incidents 
a3 are not embraced therin, and by 
such recommendations as appear tu be 
at this particular time appropriate, 

While our foreign relaticns have not 
atall times during the past year been 
entirely free from perplexity, no em- 
barrassing situation remains that will 
noi yield to the spirit of fairness and 
love of justice, Which, joined with 
consistent firmness, characterize a 
truly American foreign policy. 

FOREIGN AFFAIRS, 

The president in his message first 
alludes to the condition of affairs as 
he found them and their present con- 
dition and our relation with Brazil, 
Chili, China, the Congo State, France, 
Germany, Great Britain, Hayti, Hon- 
duras Liberia, Mexico, Nicarauga, 
Guatemala, Samoa, . Spain, Turkey, 
Venezuela, Hawaii. Awong these 
the most interesting probably is that 
of Hawaii. The president says: 

Itis hardly necessary for me to 
state that the questions arising from 
our relations with Hawaii have caused 
serious cinbarrassment. Just prior to 
the installment of the present admin- 
istration the existence of the Govern- 
ment of Hawaii had : been suddenly 
overthrown and a treaty of annexation 
had been negotiated between the pro- 
visional Government of the Islands 
and the United States and’ submitted 
to the Senate for certification. This 
treaty 1 withdrew for examination, 
and dispatched Hon. Jas. H. Blount, 
of Georgia, to Honolulu as a special 
comimissioner to make an impartial in- 
vestigation of the circumstances at- 
tending the change of government 
and of the conditions bearing upon 
the subject of the treaty. 

The president then explains 
that from his report he was satistied a 
great wrong had been committed and 
that he bad instructed our present 
Minister to right these wrongs. As 
soou as definite information was re. 
ceived as to result he would transmit 


it to Congress together wit h special 


executive message. 
The President treats ful'y the con- 


dom of giving to the United States 


commissioners the power to dispose of 
peity offenses. The President also 
recommended legislation fixing the 
degrees of the crime of murder with- 
in the Federal jurisdiction. 
_POSTOFFICE DEPARTMENT. 

The President reviews the report of 
the Postmaster-General and gives ata- 
tistics showing postoffice receipts and 
disbursements, its growth and im- 
provements. The President says: 
There are tiow connected. with the 
postofiice establishment 28,325 em- 
ployes, who are in the classified service. 
The head of the department gives 
conclusive evidence of the value of 


_| civil service reform, when after an 


experience thatrenders his views on 


the subject reliable, he expresses the | 


opinion that without the benefit of 
this system it wou'd be impossible to 
conduct this vast business intrusted to 
him. 

I desire to commend, as especially 
Worthy of prompt attention, the sug- 
gestions of the postmaster-general, 

| relating to @ more sensible and busi- 
jness-like organization, and a better 
distribuiion of responsibility iu his 
depart ment. 

THE NAVY, 

| The President says: The report of 
| the Secretary of the Navy contains a 
history of the operations of his de- 
partment daring the past year, and 
exhibits & most gratifying condition 
of the .personnel of our pavy. He 
presents a satisfactory account of the 
progress which has been made in the 
construction of vessels and makes a 
uumber of recommendations, to which 
attention is especially invited. 

During the past six months the de 
mands fur cruising vessels have been 
many and urgent. There have been 
revolutions calling for vessels to pro- 
tect American interests in Nicarangua, 
Ganteiwala, Costa Rica, Honduras, the 
Argentine Republic and Brazil, while 
the condition of affairs in Honolulu 
has-required the constant presence of 
one or more ships. With all these 
calls upon our navy it becomes nec - 
essary, in order to make up a sufficient 

fleet to patrol the Behring Sea under 

the modus vivendi agreed upon with 
Great Britain, to detail to that service 
one vessel from the fish commission 
aud three from the revenue marine. 

The President further says; 

While I am distinctly in favor of 
consistently pursuing the policy we 
have inaugurated of bnilding upa 


thorough and efficient navy, I cannot | 


refrain from the suggestion that Con- 
gress should carefully take into ac- 
count thé number of unfinished vessels 
on our hands and the depleted condi- 
tion of our treasury, in considering 
ithe propricty of au appropriation at 
i this time. 
THE INTERIOR. 


In reviewing the 1:eport of the Sec- 
retary of the Interior, the President

Brigands, foot- 
pads and highwaymen will spring up 
in any land where an efficient police 
is absent. They swarmed over Eng- 
land a century and a half ago, 
in France a 
little earlier, and they were to 
be found over: most of Barone in 
the last century. .Trey are certain 
to appear in this country and becsme 
a wide-spread pest unless there is a 
radical change in the American 
habit of keeping the people’s peace. 

At present, it is left to keep itself. 
Great tracts of this country are léft 


without any protection to travel, ex-. 


cept the sheriff and the constable. 
City people have very little idea of 
the insecurity which exists in many 
American rural districts. ‘There ara 
many counties in New York State, 
and some doubtless in, this. State, 
where it would not be considered 
prudent for'an unattended woman to 
walk-in broad day along a lonely 
country road. The farms on which 
farmers’ are in constant fear of 
tramps can be numbered by the 
thousand. While abroad, even in 
countries like Spain and Italy, the 
rural districts are given the benefit 
of a police patrol paid for by taxes or 
by the wealth and trade of the cities, 
here our thinly settled farming 
neighborhoods are left to protect 
tuemselres as best they can. 

The wonder is, not that a train is 
now and then held up, but that this 
does not happen a great deal oftener. 
‘Depend upon it, these mozern high- 
way robberies in the shape of train 
robberies, will go on increasing until 
our States establish a permanent 
rural police—Philadelphia Press.

Fortune in the Field. 

Recent experiments point to the 
growth of a new and profitable in- 
dustry from the prolific scrub growth 
of the Florida forests and fields 
It has been proved that the leaf of 
the saw palmetto can be ground into 
a pulp which makes an excellent 
article of hollow-ware for domestic 
and other uses, and the present ex- 
periments are expected to prove the 
adaptability -of this material to the 
making of all kindsof paper. For 
some time past the peculiar cabbage- 
like substance in the top of the cab- 
bage palmetto has been used with 
the tender tops as well, as a fiber in 
the manufacture of parchment. It 
is now proposed toobtain cheap paper 
fiber from the ordinary scrub plant. 
Some of this pulp has been success- 
fully worked up into pails, tubs, 
basins and other hollow-ware. Thé 
supply of saw palmetto 's practically 
inexhaustible in Florida. Millions 
of acres are covered with it, and 
when cut down to the ground it 
grows up again two or three times a 
year. A crop that grows without 
cultivation and in such very large 
quantities bids fair to-have “millions 
in it.”

Twodays reduced it in 
size from 14.to 7 centimeters; at the 
end of three days it measured but 24 
‘centimeters in diameter. Another 
burn which had been treated for 
eight days with olive oil and oxide of 
zinc healed rapidly under a simple 
milk dressing. :

Porterfield Gets Ten Years.

The judge has sentenced Porterfield tg 
ten years’ imprisonment in the Kin 
county prison, New York.

Items of General Interest that are Occur- 
ring at the Capital City. 

The Clerks of the Senate and House 
Committee. on Appropriations havd 
prepaird a table showing the estimates 
and appropriations for the year 1894, 
and making a comparison with the es- 
timates of 1895 as submitied by the 
Treasury Department. The total ap- 
priations for 1894 were $519,504.309. 
The total estimates for 1895 are $496,-

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A GREAT BANKING TRUST. 


Many people think that bankers and 
other capitalists will stand. by each 
other through thick and thin, Early 
impressions, perhaps. They will stand 
by each other only so long as there is a 
dollar to be made. Many bankers are 
secretly rejoicing on account of the 
numerous bank failures. 

Again a good many bankersare using 
their money and influence in favor ofa 
good basis. They cannot see far 
enough ahead to know that only the 
big fish can live to swim through the 
whirpool of finncial ruin that will be 
brought about sooner or later. Certain 
large banking concerns in the United 
States, backed up by the famous Roths- 
childs family, are endeavoring to get 
hold of our finances, just as the Roths- 
childs control the monetary affairs of 
England and France through the Bank 
of England. It is a big scheme. The 
little bankers cut their own throats in 
those two countries just as the small 
bankers are doing in America. They 
did it believing they would reap bene- 
fits. But behold! To-day a few im- 
mensely wealthy bankers do all the 
business of those countries and the 
small financiers are tenants paying 
high tribute for the privilege of living 
on ‘my Lord’s” land. The small bank- 
ers of America have already started 
that "Way and several hundred of them 
are beggars to-day who were . doing 8. 

rofitable business three months ago. 
Yet some of the small bankers—ninety- 
nine.out of every hundred—are still 
at work. 

Strange that merchants and profes- 
sional men, who ate considered intelli- 
gent, should aid in this conspiracy. 
They can hope for no profits. But they 
are hard at work. A few days ago the 
New York World sent telegrams to 371 
towns in the south asking their views 
as to the repeal of the Sherman law. 
Some person interviewed leading busi- 
ness and professional men and 271 
towns telegraphed ‘‘we favor uncondi- 
tional repeal,” and only 31 were de- 
cidedly against repeal. “Poor mortals! 
They do not know that they are push- 
ing forward the blackest conspiracy 
ever couceived by plutocracy, and that 
it means the ultimate ruin of their 
business and the building up of a few 
wealthy goldbugs Most of these 
business and professional men think 
with their feet, or else leave the job to 
some interested person who thinks 
wrong for them every time. Statesmen 
like Z.. B. Vance are standing on the 
watch tower warning them of the dan- 
ger, but the false sentiment spread out 
through the bought newspapers leads 
the poor mortals on.—Ferchange.

He says: During the 
first five months of the present fiscal 
year, the expenditures of the govern- 
ment have exceeded its receipts to the 
amount of $29,918,095,66. 

There has been not only a decréase 
of receipts, but also an increase of ex- 
penditures duriug this period, as com- 
pared with the corresponding five 
months of the last fiscal year. ‘The 
revenues from customs have fallen off 
$23,589,890,74: from internal taxes, 
$7 ,866,667,96, and from miscellaneous 
receipts, $824,152980, 

Some New Bilis. 

A bill to admit to the mails as second 
class matter periodical publications is- 
sued under the auspices of benevolent 
and fraternal societies and institutions 
of learning has been introduced.» The 
house committee on public land bas 
reported favorably a bill to amend - 
land act of March 8, 1891. The bill 
reported is to validate the rights of 
any person who had instituted a contest 
prior to the passage of that act, if he 
was at that time qualified to make au 
entry for the tract. 

Senator Cockrell’s bill to promote 
aerial navigation authorizes the appro- 
priation of $100,000 for payment to 
any inventor from any part of the 
world who shall at auy time prior to 
the first of January, 1900, construct a 
vessel that will demonstrate the safety 
of navigating the air at a speed of 
thirty miles an hour and capable of 
carrying passengers and freight at the 
extent of five tons. 

Individual Income Tax. 

While some of.the members of t 
ways aud means committee are work- 
ing during the recess, others are fak- 
ing aholiday of it. In fuct it is 
claimed that little can be done until 
the eleven majority members come to- 


gether and accept either majority or 


minority reports of the sub-committee 
on internal revenue. Messrs. McMile 
lin and Bryan reported a plan in favor 
of an individual income tax. Mr. 
Montgomery reported against it and 
suggested the plan of a tax on the in- 
comes from invested wealth. Mr. 
Montgomery defends his plan and 
says he vould get into any community 
and combat any argument for the plan 
suggested by the other members of the 
committee. 

«In the first-place,” said Mr. Mont. 
gomery, “if a man has $100,000 and 
engages in any business enterprises he 
will give employment to many people 
and is a benefit to the community.: If 
he makes $200,000 a year and spends 
it, 1 don’t care how the. money gets 
in circulation and benefits the people. 
If the profits are invested in stocke 
and bonds, the man does not spend it 
but gets a return in interest, and upon 
such returns he should pay takes for 
support of the government. The mon- 
ey which a manearns and spenis is 
kept in circulation, and, no matter 
where or how, it reaches many people, 
and is constantly doing good. When 
a man having $1,000 or any such man 
chooses rather than invest it himeelf 
to loan it to those who are more ven- 
turesome* who have more energy and 
enterprise and who wish to engage in 


business on such capital, he becomes a” 


drone in society, is supported by- the 
work of other persons, and he should 
not complain if he is taxed for a very 
emall part of his profits.” 

While Mr. Montgomery was talking 
Mr. Stevens, of the committee, said. in 
a jocular manner that he believed he 
would win over members of the com- 
mittee who disagreed about the in- 
come tax to support a proposition to 
put aduty on sugar to make up the 
deficit, which was expected to be 
raised. by the tax onincomes. This is

Retarning in half an honr, he saw an 
eagle flying from the house with the 
child, A search was made by the 
neighbors, but it was fruitless. After 
several days’ search in the adjacent 
woods, a party went to the mountains, 
about five miles distant. There the 
remains were found, surrounded by 4 
number of skeletons of smal! animals. 
The startling find together with the 
skeletonsof the animals, convinced 
the neighborhood that the decrease in 
the herds and flocks has not been 
caused by worthless curs, but by this 
winged freebooter. Every man in 
tbe section has armed himself anda 
great bounty is being offered for the 
head of every eagle. Little children 
are not allowed to go from the house.” 


BURNED IT OUT. 


Details of the Lynching of Sloan Al- 
len in Mississippi. 

The particulars about the lynching 
of Sloan Allen, colored, in Holmes 
county Miss., Friday night are as fol- 
lows: After he was arrested for 
burning Nabors’ body and house, «f- 
ter having hacked him to pieces, 4 
regular inquiry began. It soon b-- 
came apparent that the negro was guil- 
ty, though he strenuously denied it. 
A fire was built up and the negro was 
thrown into it for the purpose cf ex- 
torting a confession. When the flames 
had burned him terribly he yelled that 
he would tell all he knew if released. 
He was promptly taken from the 
flames. He said he and a white man 
named Jim Berry were the guilty ones. 
An investigation showld that Berry 
was innocent. The negro was for the 
second time cast into. the flames and 
badly burned. Oa promisivg to tell 
the truth he was again taken out. 
This time, with himself, he implicated 
three or four other negroes, who upon 
investigation, proved conclusivety their 
innocence. For the third time Allen 
was thrown into the flames, and on 
promising tocorrectly -tell all about 
the murder of Nabors he was removed, 
more dead that alive. He said that 
only he was guilty. He told where 
considerable of the money stolen 
could be found, and where he placed 
the bloody clothes he had on when he 


hacked the body of Nabors to pieces - 


and burned the residence. All was 
found as he had stated, Allen was 
then turned over to some negroes, 
who then hanged him and burned his 
bedy. The negroes were as greatly 
enraged over the terrible deed as were 
the whites, and insisted on burning his 
body as he had burned Nabors. Na- 
bors was a respectable white mak, an 
old bachelor, who lived alone. with the 
negro youth, The sole motive of the 
crime was robbery. The amount 6e- 
cured was $5 in gold.

AN ENGINEERING FEAT. 
A Tunnel Nearly Two Miles Long 
Through the Great Divide. 


One of the greatest engineering en- 
terprises of the decade has just been 
completed in Colorado—an_ enterpsise 
fully as great as the tunnelting of the 
Hoosac Mountain, whose completion was 
celebrated as a great national affair. 
But these are the days of great enter- 
prises, and the piercing of the great 
divide by a tunnel nearly two miles long 
in one of the wildestmountaia regions iu 


‘the world has scarcely attracted atten. 


tion outside of Colorado. 
The road itself—the Colorado Mid- 


land—which passes through the new tun- |. 


nel, isone of the most wonderful pieces 
of engineering in the world. All the 
way from Colarado Springs to Glenwood 
is a succession of surprises to the travel- 
ler, and that part of it which runs from 
Leadville over the great continental 
divide is only the climax of a seriés of 
surprising victories over the most appar- 
ently iusurmountable natural obstacles. 
The Hagermon Tunnel at the top of the 
pass, which has been used since the 
road was opened about seven years ago, 
is 2,064 feet long and 11,528 feet above 
sea level, and the Midland is here the 
highest standard-guage raidroad in the 
world, and the highest of any gauge ex- 
cept one in the Andes. 

The big trestle from the east end of 
Hagerman Tunnel is 200 feet high, cost 
$60,000 to build, and would have to be 
rebuilt every cight years. Besides this, 
immense rotary snow plows have to be 
kept in operation at both ends of the old 
tunnel all winter, the snow on the west 
side of the divide being often thirteen 
feet deep on the Jevel. The new tunnel 
it is estimated, will save in operating ex- 
penses $70,000 every year, besides insur- 
ing the continuous operation of the road, 
so that the $1,000,000 spent on the tun- 
nel is expected to be a yood investment. 

The Busk-Ivanhoe ‘Tunnel, as the new 
one is called, pierces the main Saguache 
(pronounced sah’wash) Range, which 
here forms the continental divide, about 
twenty miles from Leadville, at a height 
of 10,800 feet above the sea level, 1,300 
feet below the crest of the mountain, and 
728 feet below the Hagerman Tunnel. 
Its length is 9,394 feet. Work upon it 
was beguy Uct. 8, 1890, and since that 
time has been pushed unremittingly from 
both ends, twenty hours a day, with the 
most modern scientific apparatus. The 
backbone of the continent is of solid 
_ aearar and compressed air drills and 

ynamite have done the work of excava- 
tion.
